All Over the Land. 


SCENES OF HORROR. 
DESCRIPTION OF A FEARFUL CALAMITY. 
Sy cial Dispatch to Thé Oe Ten 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jag. 10.—Since the ill- 
fated Lady Kigin carried its hundreds of 
citizens down to graves beneath the waters 
of Lake Michigan nothiig of the scenes of 
excitement has presented itself in Milwau- 
kee. At 4:050’clock this Morning a telephone 
message was received af the Fire Depart- 
ment headquarters that the Newhall House 
‘was on fire. Three ues later an alarm 
was turned in from Hox 14, and four min- 
utes after the entire department was sum- 
moned to the scene of destruction. The fire 
was said to have caught in the basement, 
shot with lightning rapidity up the elevator- 
shaft, and burst forth in terrific volume 
from the roof. The flames spread out in the 
different stories as they were reached, and, 
in a few minutes after de first alarm, the 
floors on the south end ef the building were a 
sea of fire, all burn tus at once. 

THE Inn TRAGEDY. 

Guests, awakened from their sleep by the 
heat or the bursting of the ſtames into their 
rooms, were forced to the windows, where 
their heartrending cries rang in the ears of 
the vast concourse of people gathered in the 
street, powerless to render aid. Men who 
in the daily walks of life have been account- 
ed heartless and unfeeling wrung their 
hands in despair, running about utterly be- 
wildered, exclaiming; *‘My God! my God, 
this is horrible!” Then a black object 
would appear on the outside of the window, 
driven out by the mot and flame, a pierc- 
ing scream rend the morning air, and a 
heavy thud would announce that a human 
being had dropped from the dizzy hight to 
meet death on the pavement below. 

SPECIMEN HORRORS. 

At one time there were six persons hang- 
ing from six window-sills at the fifth story at 
the same Ume, crying in agonizing tones for 
the help that could not be rendered them, 
and one after another loosened their grip and 
met their fate. 

One man, by letting himself down at arms’ 
length trom a fifth-story window, put his 
feet through the window below and reached 
the fourth floor in safety. The opera- 
tion was repeated until the § third 
floor was reached, each pomt gained 
in his perilous descent being gieeted with 
encouraging cheers from the bystanders. As 
he was putting his feet through the tep of 
the second-story window, his hands slipped 
from the sill above, and with a wild shriek 
of despair he fell backwards, turning over 
several times and striking the pavement on 
his head, was mangled beyond recoguition. 

Another man jumped from the fifth-story 
window, struck the telegraph wires on 
Michigan street, bounded up, and came down 
a mangled mass of flesh and bones. 

A vuumber of people dropped ont of the 
different stories on to the juniping-vanvas, 
but, in a majority of cases. thev were killed 
outright or sustained injuries from which 
there is little hope of recovery. 

During the progress of the Ore two men ap- 
peared at a window in au upper story, and, 
as they looked down upon the scene below, 
the floor of the room gave way, and, with an 
agonizing shriek, they fell backwards into 
the vortex of flame. 

Mr. Allen Johnson and his wife sprang 
from a fifth-story window. He was caught 
in the jumping-canvas, but sustained in- 
juries from which he died. His wile struck 
on the telegraph’ wires, bounded over, and 
was also caught, but was so badly injured 
that she only survived her husband about an 
hour. 

POOR BEN VAN HAAG. 

In three-quarters of au hour after the die 
covery of the fire the Duildim@ was a total 
loss. At 5:30 0’clock the Broadway front of 
the building, unsup»orted by rafters from 
within, gave out, and came thundering to 
the paveinent. Shortly after that the totter- 
ing walls of the southeast corner of the 
building followed, tearing a heavy telegraph 
pole to the ground, which felled Ben Van 


Haag, a truckman of Hook and Ladder | 


Company No. 2, beneath its weight. Poor 
Ben, a favorit in the department, received 
fatal injuries. He died in a few hours after, 
faithful to his post anto death. 
THE HERO WITH THE LADDER. 

While these scenes were being enacted on 
the Broadway and Michi gan sides of the II- 
fated building, one of still greater horror 
was being enacted in the alley in the rear. 
‘The servants’ quarters were in the north- 
west quarter of the building, remote from 
the place in which the fire was raging, buat 
all means of escape by the stairways were 
cut off by the flames. As tie terrible roaring 
and crackling of the flames struck upon. their 
ears they became panic-strieken, and eight 
of them foliowed each other in leaping from 
the dizzy higlit to the ground in the alley. The

As early as Go’clock the bodies of seven 
unfortunate waiter-giris, ones blooming in 
youth, were stretched upon the snow and 
ice, with broken limbs, writhing in agony 
until death ended their sufferings. After al- 
most superhuman efforts ladders were 
stretched from the roof of the bank building 
across the alley to the sixth story of the ho- 
tel, and the brave fire laddies carried ten 
girls across the frail bridge, four of them dead. 
The muze of telegraph-wires encircling the 
building on the south and east sides played 
sad havoc with the unfortunates who made 
the frightful leap. Several of the bodies 
were fairly cut deep into by the wires, and 
then the torn and bleeding forms would drop 
to the ground. Others would hit the wires 
crossways, rebound, and be hurled to the 
ground with a dreadful crash. To the poot 
unfortunate waiter-girls (an ſodged in the 
sixth story and the attics) the saddest lot had 
fallen. Of the sixty young iris only eleven 
were heard from as alive as late as evening. 

The dead and a portion of the wounded 
were conveyed to the American Express of- 
fice. The wounded were cared for atthe 
yom 4 House and the stores on East Water 
street. 


THE HORROR WITNESSED BY COMPARA- 
TIVELY FEW PEOPLE. 


There were but few people on the scene, 
the police and night reporters, and some 
belated stragglers for home, but the scene 
developing before the horror-stricken few 
was one which none of the eye-witnesses 
will ever forget. In a moment every window 
of the large six-story hotel structure was 
filled with struggling guests, frantically and 
piteously beseeching the few below for aid, 
which it was impossible torender. But few 
of the unfortunate. inmates gained the front 
entrance on Michigan street, although many 
might have been saved if some imme- 
diate attempt at systematic résene had 
been made. The halls of the hotel 
were the scene of the |. wildest. 
confusion. Men, women, and “children 
rushed up and down the halls in the dense 
suffoating smoke, avoiding the blinding : 
flames and roaring blaze, and in their frantic 
efferts rushing by the stairways and windows 
leading to the fire-escapes, stumbling over 
bodies lying uncunscious on the carpeted 
walks, onty to join soon the many prostrated 
forms whom a kind fate had touched with 
— wing of that messenger of death, 
Every window in the 
— building was lined with shrieking hu- 
manity. 


THE PROPRIETORS. 

John F. Antisdel, the principal proprietor, 
was driven crazy over the terrible affair. 
He ran up and down Michigan street, moan- 
ing and crying: “Oh! Oh! My God, who set 
that are?“ Over his head was a black 
cloth. He held his hands heavenward as if 
invoking Divine aid. When he cams to the 


mangled body of one ot his guests his rav- | 


ings were pitiful in the extreme. All efforts 
to soothe him failed His son and partner, 
James Antisdel, stood on the street, silent 
and undemoustrateve, as if paralyzed by the 
herror. All of the landlord’s family escaped. 

Mr. Nash, too, is almost wild with grief, 
and can only say repeatedly; ““Obh, my God! 
If these lives were not lost! I don’t care 
anything about the loss of the building, if 
these people had ouly been saved! He was

OTHER DEATH-SCENES—SPELLING A 
MESSAGE. 

Miss Libbie Chellis, for ten years in charge 
of the dressmaking department in T. A. 
Chapmau's store, occupied a room in oue of 
the upper stories, fronting on Michigan 
street. Surrounded by flames, she appeared 
at one of the windows, and for an instant 
looked imploringly down at the throng be- 
lew, and then feli back into the vortex of fire 
and perished. There was a fire-<scape with- 
in her reach, but the poor Woman was 80 
completely overcome by the horror of her 
situation that she was powerless to act. 

Jadson J. Hough, of Peoria, III., who had 
both legs broken and received other inter- 
na- injuries by jumping from a fifth-story 
window inte the canvas held by the firemen, 
died at the Centre! Police-Station. Mr. 
Hough wes visiting the family dt Allen 
Johnson. He was a special gent of the 
North western Nationa! Fite-losuranee Com- 
pany of this city, and leaves a wife and four 
children. He was about 40 years of- age. 
There was a toucking scene when he tried to 
tell the bystanders where he lived. He 
spellea out the words P-eo-r-i-a, w-i-f-e, 
b-a-b-y!“

THE BRIDAL COUPLE. 

One of the saddest facts in eoanection with 
this awful catastrophe is the fate of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Gilbert. Mr. Gilbert is connected 
with’ the Minnie Palmer company, playing 
the part of the gambler in My Sweetheart,” 
while understudying to fil) the role of Tony, 
to take Graham's place. Monday, in.Chica- 
go, just before leaving for Milwaukee, Mr. 
Gilbert married a young Jady to whom he 
was devotedly attached, and who recipro- 
cated the love bestowed upon, her. Wednes- 
day morning the fair young.wife lay in the 
morgue dead, and at the Plankiuton House, 
writhing in agony, lay the husband, but 
a step from death’s door, It is now 
thought possible that he can be saved.

HULDING THE BLOODY CANVAS. 

The multitude try this time had swelled to 
thousands, who stood in perfect awe, but

They were recognized as 
Allen Johnson and his wife. A canvas 
was stretched below t

them to jump. Mr. Johnson kissed his wife, 
then leaped into the air, and shot dowuwards 
into the canvass, but his weight was such 
that the canvass wag pulled out of the hands 
of the few whe held it, and he landed on the 
ground with deathly force. His wife. fol- 
lowed. Her body struck the verandah and 
fell to the ground lifeless. Mr. Al pes 
shorty afterward in the express 
his dead body was laid beside that of * 
wife until they were borne away. 

About a dozen jumped from the Michigan 
street front. Each leap meant death or 
shattered limbs, and not less than four un- 
fortunates at one time lay upon the icy side- 
walk in front of the Chamber of Commerce, 
clad only in night-shirts, blood and brains 
oozing from the wounds through which the 
bones protruded. Some were carried to the 
express office and others to the ground 
floor of the Mitchell Building, where cots had 
been hastily arranged, and from there they 
were carried off to the private houses of 
kind-hearted people.

"JOHN GILBERT. 
A member of the Minnie Palmer company, 
with which John Gilbert was connected, 
came to Chicago last evening to engage an 


actor to take Mr. Gilbert’s place. He stated 


that Mr. Gilbert was thought to be dying at 
the time he left. According to his statement 
Gilbert clasped his wife in his arms and 
leaped from a thlru-story window to the 
pavement below. His wife was instantly 
killed, but he himself was not dangerously 
injured, and might have recovered had he 
received immediate attention. Stunned as he 
was by the terrible fall, it was taken for 
granted that he was dead, and for hours he 
lay where he fell, the icy water from the 
engines drenching him and freezing over and 
around him. John Gilbert had achieved 


- quite a reputation on the variety stage for 


originality, and was succeeding well in the 
legitimate. He was with the Ernst Stanley 
combination this season until its break-up in 
Chicago two or three weeks ago, when he 
joined the Minnie Palmer party. The sad- 
dest feature of the catastrophe is that it was 
only og Monday last that he was married in 
this city to the lady whe was in his arms 
when the leap to death was made. She was 
a Miss Sutton, from Louisville, Ky., and had 
never been on the stage. 


Over at the Kirby House lies Theodore 
Elliott, the well-known Wisconsin lawyer. 
He was caught on ane of the upper floors, 
but managed to make his way through dense 
volumes of smoke and flame to a window in 
the north end of the building over- 
looking a three-story structure closely 
adjoining. When the flames closed in upon 
him} he swung: himself elear out from the 
window and dropped upon the roof of the 


lower building, and would have eseaped 


perhaps with little or no bodily injury 
had not another man came tumbling 
after him. Mr. Elliott sustained a fracture 
of one leg and an arm, the serious fracture 
of several ribs, and suffers a great deal from 
the smoke and flame he inhaled in making 
his way to the windew. He was delirious 
during most ot the day, but in the evening 
was reported to be very slightly improved. 
There is only slight hope for his recovery, 
however, 

In another room lies B. W. Busenbark, the 
Western Traveling Agent of the Michigan 
Central Railroad, He threw himself upon 
the network of telegraph wires surrounding 
the building, and. escaped with rather badly- 
cut-hands and feet and a sprained back, He 
suffers considerably, but will undoubtedly 
recover. Mr. Busenbark resides in Chicago. 
His wife came on to care for him yesterday. 
He came here Tuesday for the purpose of 
introduéing.to this city Mr. W. E. Wiley, of 
Detroit, a well-known employé of the Michi- 
gan Central, who was recently appointed 
local agent at this point. Mr. Wiley and 


himself lodged in the same room on the third 
floor. and were not aroused until escape from

She 
was terribly burned about the neck, the 
lower portion of her face, her arms, and her 
limbs between her feet and knees. Her in- 
juries, though severe, are not fatal, and she 
is now being cared for at the Axtell House. 
She says that when she started through the 
flames she turned to see if Mollie Connors 
was coming, and saw her fall on the stair- 
way. This leaves no doubt that Mollie Con- 
nors perished in the burning building, 
CAPT. BRIGGS. 

Capt. C. W. Briggs, of Grand Rapids, an 
attorney for the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, hada narrow escape. He was on the 
second floor, but in consequence of. the hotel 
being so erowded, was not given his usual 
room. He was awakened by the breaking ef 
glass, and had only time to catch up a por- 
tion of his clothes and get into the hall. The 
smoke was blinding, and he was bewildered, 
so much so that he had no idea what direc- 
tion to take to reach the stairway. Making a 
rush he ran against the railing and fell, and 
in attempting to get up, fell down stairs. 
bruising one of his arms and legs, This fall 
down stairs saved his life. He lost most of 
his clothing and his valise.

William E. Oramer, editor of the Evening 
Wisconsin, and his wife, who had rooms on 
the second floor, received serious but not 
fatal injuries, and he is now under medical 
care at the Pliankinton. Mr. Cramer was 
badly. burned about the hands and head. 
Mrs. Oramer’s hair was badly buried; as 
were also her hands and feet. 

A DETERMINED MAN. 

Another escape to be recorded is that of a 
man, whose name could not be learned, who 
was seen swinging himself from the fifth 
floor of the burning building until hia feet 
touched the window below. Kicking in the 
window he dropped and grabbed the sash. 
This was repeated until he reached the bal 
cony, from which he was rescued with his 
hands badly cut. 

MR. ANTISDEL. 

Mr. Antisdel said: The night-watchman 
saw the fire first, but before he could do any- 
thing the flames shot up the elevator, burn- 
ing on every door. 1 am confident it 
started in the elevator, but how it 
originated 1 cannot say. 1 was 
awakened. by the noise. I rushed out 
to find the buiiding filled with flames and 
smoke. The people were flying for their 
lives. After saving my wife, | tried to seve 
others. I met my father and mother in their 
night-clethes, and tried to get them to leave 
the building, which was fast becoming a fur- 
nace of flames, but father was apparently out 
out his head. Hesaid he was bound to go 
into the flames to save those in the building, 
but by force I got him to the street, and, be- 
ing afraid, if I let him go he would again 
enter the flames, 1 eonducted him by force 
down Michigan street, and, when near the 
alley, some one fell from an upper floor to 
the ground, a few feet away, and caused him 
to beoeme frenzied.

AFTER THE FIRE. 
THE TELEGRAPH WIRES. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Caicago Tribune. 

- Mrnwavker, Wis., Jan. 10,—As iu the case 
of the great fire in the Friend Brothers’ 
building, the telegraph wires interfered with 
the working of the fire apparatus. The fol- 
lowing is being civreulated and signed by 
many prominent citizens: 

WHereas, The large number of telegraph 
wires suspended on poles in the central part of 
the city have proved Very serious obatacies to 
the Fire Department M doing efficient work in 
case of fire, which the terrible cdoflagration of 


the Newhbeil House of this city, with great loss 
ne which otherwise might have been saved, 


he latest gh 
ore, We, the uadersigned citizens of 


A aukee, petition the Legisiature of our State 
and Common Counell ot the city to pass laws 
and ordinances compelling the corporation in 
whose hands the wiegren aie traflic centres to 
——— their wires underground instead of sus- 
pending them on poles. We feel that. this is a 
reform must urgently needed, and waich should 
not be unnecessarily delayed. 

At the Chamber ot Commerce it was gen- 
erally conceded thatthe chief lesson which 
thé fire has taught is that the telegraph com- 
panies must be restricted in the practice of 
stringing wires upon poles. Said one promi- 
nent géntleman; “The telegraph compa- 


| nies have built wiré-fences around several of 


the most valuable squares in the city. This 
is the second fire within a fortnight where 
these iron networks have fenced up a build- 
ing to destruction, while the firemen were at 
hand vainly try to bring ladders into 
piace so as to get at the flames and to save 
life. Telegraph wires in the heart of a large 
city are murderous, and must be done away 
with.” 

The petition for the abatement of the evil 
lay upon the desk near the trance to the 
chamber during the day, andjobtained many 
signatures, Alex. Mitchell, who wasamong 
the signers, expressed an intention of using 
his personal influence to the utmost to for- 
ward the work of securing the reform. 

Among the people congregated in the 
neighborhood of the burning building great 
indignation was expressed on all sides be- 
cause the network of telegraph and tele- 
phone wires made it impossible for many to 
escape. At regular mob gathered at the 
corner of Broadway and Michigan ‘¢treets, 
and it looked at ohe time as though they 
would tear down the poles. 

LAST NIGHT’S DESOLATION. 

TheCream City is tonight literally wreathed 
in snow, but its inhabitants are clothed meta- 
phorically in sackcloth and ashes. All day 
long throngs of horritied but curious people 
trave visited the scene of this most awful 
calamity, and all this evening crowds of peo- 
ple have bustled to and fro in the business 
portion of the city between the scene of 
the fire, the morgue, the police station, 
the principal hotels, and the railroad 
depots. The ruins of the hotel have 
been visited by thousands, and Broadway and 
Michigan streets are well nigh impassable 
by reason of the vast throng coming and go- 
ing all the time. The police have relaxed 
their efforts to keep back the crowd, and the 
rupes have been taken down. The fragments 
of the wall still standing are of such a nat- 
ure that no policeman’s warning is necessary 
to tell the throng that they must not go near. 
On the Broadway side a chunk of brick wall 
some teet in thiekness is actually hang- 
ing in upon the wall of an adjoining bultd- 
ing, close against which the Newhall House 
was built, The southwest corner of the 
hotel is staading for some five or six stories 
up, but the interior is completely gutted, 
and there is only oceasionally a few sparks 
thrown off from some cliarred timber. The 
people stand aghiast, and seem tou horrified 
to approach the ruins. The firemen hre busy 
pouring water upon the interior, and the 
heated bricks throw it off in volumes of 
steam. Ne effort was made te get at the re- 
mains until 4o’elock in the afternoon, but 
darkness closed in very shortly thereafter,and 
all efforts were abandoned till morning, when. 
Chief Lippert will put his entire fire dopart- 
ment te work tearing down the dangerous 
fragments of wall in order that a force of 100 
men engaged for the purpose may proceed 
with the search fer the dead. The deep 
basement of the hotel is filled level with the 
sidewalk and over with the charred remains 
of the interior. ‘The walls for the most part 
fell outward upon the sidewalk and street, 
and with the tangied telegraph wires, the 
ice and snow render both streets nearly im- 
passable. 

At the morgue, a neat little strueture on 
River street, a large number of people called. 
but only a very few were admitted. 

SYMPATHY, 
Messages expressing condolence and offer-

A FAMILY FEUD. 


Murder of Henry Duriey by His Brother- 
in- Law.

10.—Gus Buda, a young 
man whose homeisat “Ventral City, about one 
mile north of this place, went to the house of 
his brother-iu-law, Heury Durley, about noon 
today, and, without warning, fired three shots, 
killing bim iustantly.

AvGusta, Me., Jan. 10.—Lot M. Morrili died at 
10 a. m., surrounded by his immediate family 
and his physicians. For more than two days bis 
life had been hanging by a thread, He had 
taken no oourishment since Monday, lying in an 
ucconscious condition neatly an the time. Oc- 
casionally, however, be roused from his lethar- 
rie condition and appeared to recognize those 
by his bedside. His last Moments were without 
pain or struggie. He recognized those about 
him, and attempted to bid them farewell, but 
with the word on his lips be expired. He leaves 


a widow and several daugtters, two of whom are 
marge. His only brother was with him at the 
ust. 

Lot M. Morrill was born at ＋ Res, May 
Z. 1515, and received bis education at Waterville 
College. He studied and practiced law, bei 
admitted to the bar in 1X8, and became — 


nent ia the Demooratic party of bis native State. 


In 1854 he was ciected to te wer House, and 
two years to the State Senate, of which be be- 
came President. Mr. Morrill became dissatisfied 
with the postuon of his party ou the slavery 
question, and cast in bis fortunes with the Re- 
publican party, by whom he was elected Guy- 
ernor ſu 1857. He continued in tnat office by re- 
election until 1860, when be was chosen fo fil! 
out the unexpired Senatorial term of Hannibal 
Hamlin, who nad been elected Vice-President 
of the Untted States. He took his seat Jan. 17, 
1861, and wos W on the Committees 
on Commerce, istrict Of Columbia, and 
War Claims. In 1863 he was elected for a 
full term, and served as Chairmaa of the 
Committee on Expenses, and as a member of 
the Committees on Appropriations and Indian 
Affairs. Mr. Morrill was a fervent supporter of 
the war policy of the Government, and made 
several very strong speeches on questions grow- 
ing out of the conduct of the War. In Decem- 
ber, 1863, he supported the Government in a de- 
bate on the imprisonment of some citizens of 
Delaware suspected of collusion with the Con- 
federacy. In subsequent he energetic- 
ally advocated the riant of the taxpaying uegro 
to suffrage in the Dutriet of Columbia, and Dec. 
10, 1866, made a speech which was far in advance 
of the views generally held at thattime. Mr. 
Morrill was defeated by Mr. Hamii for re@lec- 
tion in 186%, but upon the death of William Pitt 
Fessenden, a few months later, was first ap- 
pointed and then elected to serve out the unex- 
pired term. Iu March, 1871, he was for 
the full term ending

1876, the 
Secretarysbip of the Treasury was offered to 
Mr. Morrill, and this office he beid from July 7, 
1876, to March 8. 1877. His a otment was 
confirmed three weeks before entered upou 
bis official duties, but he remained in the Senate 
during this period to assist in the passage 
of the appropriation bills, which were 
enda red by the factious op tion of 
the mocrats. At the hea of the 
Treasury Department Mr. Morrill: fully sus- 
tained his reputation for ability, com sense, 
and sound jud¢ewent. His first annua 
Congress was an exceed 
presentation of the Nau 
a gradual but immediate contraction of the cur- 
rency, and declared that specie payments could 
be resumed in 1879. His recommendations were 
simpie and direct. He asked Congress to invest 
bim with authority to fund grreenbacks at bis 
discretion in 44 2 cent thirty-year bonds, and 
te compen the Nadonal banks to accumulate 
coin. 

COLL®CTOR OF THE PORT OF PORTI.AND. 


Mr. Morrill retired with the Grant Adminis- 
tration, but eight days later President Hayes 
appointed him Collector of Customs at Portland, 
Me. This olfice he filled so acceptably that on 
President Gartield’s accession to otlice one of 
bis first acts was to renominate Mr. Morrili, and 
on March 18, 1881, the Senate ubanimously con- 
tirmed the appointment.

FARM MATTERS. 


Iowa Sheep-Breecders’ Association. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Des Mornes, Ia., Jan. 10.—The Iowa Sheep- 
Breeders’ Association met in this city’ to con- 
sider their interests today. The interest attend- 
ing the session of the State Agricultural Socivty 
compelied them to bold their meeting in the 
evening, and it was alate hour when the ad- 
jourument was reached. Though not largely 
attended the meeting was one of interest. 
President Kennedy’s address chiefly referred to 
bis visit to the Convention of National Manu- 
facturers’ and Wvol-Growers’ Association heid 
at Rochester, N. Y., in September last. 

The question, Are sheep as profitable as 
other stock in Iowa? was quite generally dis- 
cussed. J. D. Kellogg, of Decatur, argued that 
no stock gave such large returns to the soil as 
sheep, nor so much profit to theirowner. After 
loug experieuce, bowever, he would not attempt 
to keep a large flock of coarse- wool sheep. 

Hugh McWilliams claimed to succeed best 
witb asmali flock. He had tried a tock of 700, 
which got the scab. They were cured by a dip 
of tubacco ana sulphur. His flock averaged 
seven and one-hal uuds per ce, un- 
washed, which he sold for cents. Small docks 
averaged him a better deut of protit. 

Andrew Hastie, of Carlisie,a practical sheep 
man, said the sheep industry was not all clear 
profit. Dogs and Shanghai fences were against 
this industry. In Iowa and lilimois there is too 
much rain for Cotswolds Sheep can be raised 
cheaper in Colorado. It is not reasonable to be 
compelled to sell them for four cents per pound 
and pay 15 to 20 cents fur mutton, as we do bere. 
He had not found large sheep so profitable as 
sinaller ones, as they die at Sor 6 years, while 
smaller ones last twice as long. Cotswolds aad 
Southdowas are tender sheep ig large flocks. In 
such cases they should have meriuo blood well 
mixed ip.

THE MILWAUKEE -HOTEL CALAMITY. 

The first ealatrity in the annals of the new 
year is a terrible and heartrending one. The 
old and well-known Newhall House in Mil- 
waukee, with which the Western public has 
been familiar for nearly a quarter of a cent- 
ury, a large six-story hotel capable of accom- 
modating about 800 guests, took fire about 
4 o’clock yesterday morning, as near as can 
be ascertained. At the present writing there 


does not seem to be any clear testimony as to 
the origin of the fire. The first that was 
known of it by the ill-fated guests, the flames 
were entering their rooms, and every part of 
the building seemed to be on fire. In half an 
hour’s time three of the floors had given way 
and fell through to the basement, and before 
5 o’clock the whole interior wasa seething 
mass of flame, and all exit was cut off. 

Had the effects of the fire been confined to 


i the building, the loss would have been of

the fearful loss of lite whict: it entailed has 
made it a great public calamity. So rapid 
was the progress of the flames that every 
means of escape was cut off from a large 
number of the inmates. It is said that the 
servants of the house, eighty-six ip number, 
were lodged on the sixth floor. They at- 
temyted to escape by the roof, but found the 
fire around them in every direction. Those 
who were sleeping on the floors below sprang 
from their beds to find the fire filling all the 
Space below them. The exterior ladders 
were of litte avail, for the fire soon prevented 
their use. There was no hope for those on 
the upper floors except by leaping from 
the windows, and those who were not over- 
taken by the flames within dashed through 
the windows only to meet their death or hor- 
ribly maim themselves on the cruel stones of 
the streets below. It was a flight from death 
in one form to another aua piiiless. it 
was one of those scenes which no words can 
depict. The sudden alarm and cail from 
sleep, the bewildered victims surrounded 
with the. flames on every hand, the horrible 
roar of the conflagration, the blinding, 
stifling smoke, the agony and fear of strong 
men as well as of tender women and.chil- 
dren, the shrieks and cries for help where 
there was no help, some rushing to the win- 
dows and, appalled at the distance below 
them, falling back into the flames, others 
leaping for life into certain death—all these 
are only episodes of a picture too terrible to 
describe, 

The dispatehes state that the house has 
long been regarded as @ regular fire-trap. 
The fearful rapidity with which the flames 
enveloped and destroyed it seems to confirm 
the statement that it was nothing but a tinder- 
box. It is imeredibie that a six-story brick 
structure—brick on the outside—conild be 
substantially destroyed in half an hour with- 
out being of the flimsiest style of construc- 
tion. It seems indeed as if it were built with 
special reference to aid in the rapid spread of 
fire. Ifsuch were the case, then the owners 
of this horrible fire-trap were more than 
ordinarily criminal in their neglect, for if 
any building in a city should be made safe— 
as nearly fire-proof as possible—it is a large, 
high hotel. It has at all times a large 
number of people in it, and in winter 
there ate fires in every room. Its halls 
and passages are winding and intricate, and 
on any sudden alarm one is easily confused 
among them and loses his way. It is not 
likely, however, that anything will be done 
in this case. Nothing can be done that will 
restore the forty or more dead @ life; that 
will mitigate the pangs of tiie injured; that 
will bring avy comfort to distant homes into 
whieh heartrending sorrow has come. luna 
little time, indeed, the public horror will dis- 
sipate, all interest in tht calamity will fade 
away, and it wili pass out of memory. Many 
such horribie disasters have oecurred in this 
country, yet who now remembers anything 
of them? There will be a spasin of Investiga- 
tion. The public will demand fora little time 
that hotels be made safe. Atter the Brook- 
lyn Theatre fire there was a clamor all over 
the country that theatre managers should be 
required to look after the safety of their 
patrons. Graduaily it died away, aud now 
these same patrons crowd into unsafe thea- 
tres to see some foreign humbng as if it were 
impossible that there could be any danger. 
So it will be with hotels. The Newhall 
House was not the only unsafe hotel in the 
country. There are many more. For a few 
days or weeks the traveling public will de- 
mand that the proprietors shall make them 
safe, and Building Superintendents will be 
urged to be more active and alert in their 
duties. In a very little time, however, the 
fire-traps will be filled up as usual with vie- 
tims awaiting their holocaust.

THE SUCCESSION. 

The bil! passed by a majority of both 
parties In the United States Senate fixing 
the succession to the Presidency in the Cabi- 
net, in case of the death or inability of both 
President and Vice-President, will probably 
receive the cohturrence of the House and 
become the law of the land. It is conceded 
that the membership of the Senate includes 
the most learned and trustworthy eonstitu- 
tional lawyers in the country; the objections 
to the bill in question were mainly of a con- 
stitutional character, since the provisions 
in regard to the .succession are obviously 
wiser than those of the existing law; hence 
the approval of the Senate will be likely to 
satisfy the House on this point and secure 
from tho latter a ready assent to the princl- 
vies of the bill, 

The bil! provides that, when both the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President elected by the 
people shall be incapacitated by removal, 
death, resignatien, or other inebility, then 
the duties of the office shall devolve upon 
the Secretary of State, or, if there be no such 
officer, upon the Seeretary of the Treasury, 
and upon other members of the Cabinet in 
the following order: Secretary of War, At- 
torney-General, Postmaster-General. Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and Secretary of the In- 
terior, uuder the condition that in every case 
such officer shall be eligible according to the 
terms of the Constitution which apply to the 
Presidential office. 

As finally passed, the Senate bill was 
changed in two important particulars from 
the original draft. It is now provided that 
the officer succeeding to the Presidency shall 
serve till the vacancy shali be filled as pro- 
vided by law. The statutory provision is 
that the Secretary.of State shall cause a noti- 
fieation of the vacancy to be made, and call 
for the appointment of Presidential Electors 
under the followingterms; if there shall be 
the space of two months between the notifi- 
cation of vacancy and the first Wednesday in 
December next ensuing, then Ejectors are to 
be appointed within thirty-four days preced- 
ing such date. If there be not so much as 
two motiths intervening, then the Electors 
are to be appointed within thirty-four days 
prior to the first Weduesday in December of 
the year next ensuite, unless the Presi- 
dential term shall expire on the 3d day of 
March following the vacancy in the oftice. 
The effect of this law is that the Acting Pres- 
ident shall not serve more than a few 
months in any case, and that there shall be a 
new election by the people whenever the un- 
expired term shall @xtend beyond the 3d 
of Mareh following the date of the vacancy. 

The bill also provides that the Acting Pres- 
ident shall call an extra session of Congress 
whenever the vacancy occurs at a time when 
Congress is not in session or is not to meet 
regularly within twenty days. This pro- 
vision is important because a change in the 
Presidency from the persons elected by the 
people is pretty sure to excite more or less 
publie apprehension, and it is desirabié that 
the legislative as well as the executive branch 
of the Government shall be organized for 
any business that may grow out of the emer- 
gency. It will be remembered that at the 
time the late President Garfield lay .at the 
point of death the life of Vice-President 
Arthur alone stood between the Government 
and anarchy. There was at that time neither 
a President pro tem, ot the Senate nor a 
Speaker of the House, and no one was au- 
thorized to convene Congress in extra ses- 
siow. ‘The situation for a time was extreme- 
ly erltieal, 

Tun Imo has pointed out on more 
than one occasion the advantages of lodging 
the Presidential succession in the Cabinet 
officers in preference to the President pro 
tem, of the Senate and the Speaker of the 
House as provided by the present law. In 
the first place it is apt t happen that there 
will be neither President pro tem. of the Sen- 
ate nor Speaker of the House when a Va- 
cancy in the Presidential office shall occur, 
and beyond this the present law fails to pro- 
vide for filling such yacancy, and no one has 
the power to cali Congreas together for the 
purpose of supplying the gap. By re- 
posing the sticcession in the Cabinet 
there are seven lives between the Ex- 
eeutive and an absolute vacancy, which 
seems to be amble protection agalust every 
probable emergency, In the next piace, the 
Executive Cabinet is made up, as a rule, of 
men of ability who are in full sympathy with 
the policy of the Administration chosen by 
the people, whereas the President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House are 
both apt to belong to a party which opposes 
the Administration chosen by the people, 
and their succession to the Presidential of- 
nee iu such case would be unfair in inaugu- 
rating a policy conflicting with that which 
had been followed and which the people 
would have a moral right to insist upon. All 
these re considerations which can scarcely 
fail to induce the House to agree promptly 
to the bill just passed by the Senate.

THE ANGLO-FRENCH DISPUTATION. 

The relations between England and France 
as to the solution of the Egyptian question 
are strained to adegree which, though it 
may not Involve any outbreak of arms be- 
tween the two Powers, is likely to defer the 
settlement of good order in that most un- 
fortunate country to an indefinit time, and 
thus continue the troubies of its people. The 
situation is all the more aggravating and 
hopeless because France keeps up à con- 
tinual snariing at everything England un- 
dertakes, and yet has no policy of her own 
to submit or any common ground upon 
whieh the two countries can meet and at- 
ford some relief. to the Egyptian people, 
without any sacrifice of their own interests. 

The Republique Francaise, Gambetia’s 
old organ, asserts that France desires to 
come to au understanding, and yet insists 
upon the restoration of the infamous Anglo- 
French Control, against which the whole civ- 
ilized world would protest in the name 
of cammon humanity. It says: “There 
is a warm desire in France that France and 
England should continue to act in concert,

THE TAX OW TIN. 

Under the present tariff there is a tax on 
what are known as tin plates, which are in fact 
thin lron plates dipped in tin, These plates 
are the material from which is manufactured 
all the tinware produced, sold, and used in 
this country. No tin plate is manufactured 
in this country. We have no tin, and the 
machinery necessary for the manufacture of 
the plates has never been provided or in- 
vented in this country, These tin plates 
therefore have to be imported,-as they are 
the raw material from which the entire man- 
ufacture ‘of tinware in this country is sup- 
plied. The present tax is one and one-tenth 
of a cent per pound, equivaient to about 30 
per cent of the value of the article. The 
Tariff Commission proposed to double this 
tax by making it two and two-tenth cents per 
pound, 

The manufacture of tinware is one of the 
largest mechanical industries of the country. 
Tinware is an essential part of the furniture 
of every household in the land. If is in- 
dispensable as a household utensil, To in- 
crease the tax on tin is to levy an extra tax on 
the utensilsemployed in millions of house- 
holds in the United States. 

But tin is also an article of even greater 
utility. American farmers produce beef, 
poultry, and vegetables, and fruits of every) 
kind, which are canned and sent to all parts 
of the world. ‘The demand for fruit and veg- 
etables, both for export and for sale and use 
in this country, has grown into immense pro- 
portions because of the manufacture of tin 
cans, into which these vegetables are packed 
and can be sold and used all the year round. 
The convenience of tin cans has made the 
American oyster an ar of universal use. 
Owing to the tin can, ean de car- 
ried into every town Village of the coun- 
try. The tin can is to fresh meat, vegetables, 
fruit, fish, and oysters what salt was 
once to beef and fish, the only preservative. 
By the use of tin cans we now export mote. 
fresh beef annually than we formerly did of 
salt fish or salt beef, With the aid 
of tin cans the States east of the Rocky 
Mountains are now supplied with more fresh 
salmon from Oregon than were ever sold In

One of the most remarkable Instances of 
the progress of efforts to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of woman is found in the record of the 
work of Pundita Romahai, a noble Hindoo lady.

FAILURE OF TWO CONCERNS IN JERSEY 

CITY THROUGH THE INEVITABLE DEFAULT

Bank of Jersey City, which has done business 
for the last fifteen years at Pavonia avenue and 
Erie street, were surprised and startied this 
morning to find the bank doors closed, 
ecod, to all appearances, nobody in the 
building.

THE FIRST NEWS, 

The news of the failure of the City Bank. and 
the cousequent —— of the Fifth Ward 
Savings Bank.soread rapidly throughout Jersey 
City, people thered i knots on 
the sidewalks to discuss the latest Jer- 
sey bank defalcation. for, warned by 
& sad ex perience, every WDuUdy jumped 
to the conclusion at once that there bad been a 
defaleation. Buch of the Directorsof the two 
banks as could be found deciined peremptorily 
to make any statements, aud most of the stock- 
bol of the City Bank wore equally averse to 
talking on the subject untii the affairs of the 
bank were thorougbiy examined. 

DISHONBDST OFFICIALS.

the laws of the State of New Jersey, witha capital 
of $100,000, of which $50,000 was paid up. Mr. 
Boice, the President, has always borne a high 
reputation in Jersey City for integrity aad buai- 
ness tulents, and the story of his shame has 
fallen like a thunderbolt on his friends. 

THE FIFTH WARD BANK ALSO CLOSED. 

The neus of the closing ot the Fitth Ward 
Savings Bank was not epread so fast in Jersey 
City as was the news of the failure of the City 
Bank, but by 4 oeclock in the after- 
noon every depositor knew that the 

bank was closed, and after 
that ur the depositors began to flock 
around the doors of the bank, clamoring to 
know where their money bad gone. At times 
during the afternoon there were as Mauy asa 
husdred Comerees depositors about the doors, 
but they recei no satisfaction. The Presi- 
dent and the cashier were busily «ugaged trying 
to discover how much Garrett 8. Boice, the 
Treasurer, bad stolen from the aavings bank. 

INVESTIGATION. 

During their examination in the afternoon 
they found that he Bad certainly abstracted 
{row the vaults of the bank Jersey Wity im- 
provement bonds and Bayonne City bonds 
amounting to $21,500, and had hypothecated the 
same to the First National Bank. On making 
this discovery, Henry Wood, one of the Directors 
of the savings bank, and Henry M. Traphbaen.

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A SOLEMN CBREMONY, 


REMOVING THE REMAINS OF ARCUBDISHOP 
HUGH.

New Yor«, Jan. 10.—A solemn ceremony in 
which New York will be more or leas interested 
is to take place on the 20th and tu of this montana, 
In the evening of Monday, Jan. 20, the remains 
of the late Archbishop Hughes will be removed 
from their resting place in the vaults of the oid 
St. Patrick's Cathedral, corner of Prince and 
Mott streets, to the new cathedral on Fifth 
avenue. The disinterment ahd removal will be 
effected quietiy. Only a few of the immediate 
relatives of the late Arcbbishop, and some of 
the clergy, are to be in attendance. The re- 
mains will be borne to the new cathedral and 
placed upon acatafalqne especiaily prepared 
for the occasion and set in front of the sanctuary. 

There they will rest during. the night, the cat- 
afalque lit up by burning tapers, the pillars of 
the cathbedraland the altars drapedin biack. 
On tbe morning of the Mia lust. there will bea 
solemn mass ot requiem in presence of the Car- 
mal, Archbishop Corrigan being the cele- 
brant. invitations for the mass are to he sent 
to the clergy of the city and the diocese, to the 
Bishops of the provioces, and to all ecclesiastics 
wbo may be able to attend. It is probable that 
there will be a very large gathering of the 
clergy to do honor to the memory of the ener- 
wetse presse whom so many of them kues per- 
sonally. 

At the close of the ceremony the Cardinal will 
deliver the benediction. After this the remains 
will be reinterred in the vaults under the bigh 
altar of the new cuthedral which have been pro- 
pared for the Archbishops of New York. There 
are tweuty-four of these vaults, the first to be 
very properly tilled by the remains of the ven- 
erable prelate who laid the corner-stone of the 
great cathedral, and who himeseif was the cor- 
ner-stone of the entire structure, since to his 
energetic inspiration it owed its origin and 
much of its growth.

IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS TO THE METALS 
SCHEDULE. 

So much tine has been spent by the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means in revising the schedules 
on chemicals and metals that the prospect tor 
completing the Tariff bili this week is not favor- 
able. During the last two days considerabie 
time hus been wasted in calling the roll va 
propositions to uce rates and strike out 
paragraphs that Were decided on tbe tirst read- 
ing of the bill after tl discussion, and by yea 
and nay votes. Opposition on the para- 
graphs relating to iron and steel and their man- 
ufactures was particulariy marked today. and 
repeated defeats bad no restraining effect on 
those who desire to reduce rates. The following 
are the more important amendments made in 
the metais schedule today: Steel rivet, screw, 
rail, fence, and wire rods not lighter than No, 5 
gage, and valued at not more than three cents 
per pound, was reduced from one cent per 

und to three-fourths of one cent. On cruci- 

le cast steel rivet, screw, rail. fence, and wire 
rods no change was made in rates, but the 
ciessification was changed to provide that rods 
not lighter than No. 5 wire gage, and valued at 
less than six cents per pound, shall pay one and 
three-quarters cents per pound; above six and 
not above ten, two and one-hbaif cents; and 
above No. 10, three Cents per pound. 

Goid-leaf was increased from $L50 per pack- 
aye of 500 leaves to $2. 

The paragraph on firearms was entirely re- 
constructed and additional ciassificauns and 
rates introduced.

THE SHIPPING BILL. 

DEBATE ALL DAY IN THE HOUSE. 

Secciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tridbuna 
Wasninoeton, D. C., Jan. 10. — The House did 
not make very rapid progress with the Shipping 
bill. There was distussion over a proposition to 
reduce the assessments ou sailors for the sup- 
port of the Marine Hospital service from 40 to 
20 ceuts per month. The motion was finally set- 
tled by the adoption of an amendmeat provid- 
ing that the asscssment upon seamen engaged 


per month, while it remains at 40 cents upon 
those engaged in domestic commerce, the 
theory being that sailors engaged in domestic 
tommerce enjoy more of the benefits of the 
‘hospital service than others. 

Mr. Murcr’s amendment in favor of the keep- 
ers of sailors’ boarding- houses was rejected on 
a yea and nay vote, but the section as it stands 
was modified on Candier’s motion so as to per- 
mita seaman to give an order on wages he has 
earned in favor ofa relative or a savings bank, 
but not in favor of any other corporation or in- 
dividual. 

The ship-chest section, requiring each vessel 
to carry a supply of clothing and other neces- 
saries for deamen, to be sold at reasonabie 
prices, wus adopted, as also was the section pro- 
viding that masters and owners of vessels shall 
have the right to ship and pay off the men tmey 
ewploy.

THE MEXICAN TREATY. 

IT GIVES THE UNITED STATES THE WORST 
OF THE BARGALN, AND WLLL BE SHARPLY 
OPPOSED. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasurnator, D. C., Jan. 10.—The proposed 
treaty between the Unite@ States and Mexico 
has been completed, and is filed with the Secre- 
tary of State. The latter official is not: disposed 
to make its contents public, but Gen. Grant last 
night gave out Ms details to a few persons. 
From what is known of its provisions the treaty 
is a rather one-sided affair. It proposes to let 
in Mexican sugar, tobacco, hemp, and other 
agricultural products free, and only per- 
mits the free importation into Mexico 
of American agricuitural and mining im- 
piements, and some other manufactured arti- 
cles. The treaty will be vigorously opposed by 
the representatives of the sugar interests, who 
are nbw here in large force to urge the abroga- 
tion of the Hawaiian treaty. The same reasons 
which induce these interests to work for the ab- 
rogation of the Hawaiian treaty will induce them 
to oppose quite as vigorously the ratificadon 
of the treaty with Mexico, which pro to let 
in sugar free. Sugar from Mexico would come 
even iato sharper competition with Louisiana 
sugar than sugar from the Sandwich lsiands. 
The treaty was prepared last falt between Graut 
and Romero, was taken by the latter to Mexico 
and approved, as a matter of fact, by the Mex- 
ican autborities before the Mexican Commis- 
siouers were appointed.

ABRRANGE IT, WITHOUT MENTIONING THR 
MATTER TO THE CORRESPON DENTS.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. ¥&.—Gen. Grant and 
the Mexican Minister, Komero, are baving a lit- 
tle quiet laugh over the way ney gat ahead of 
the pewspaper correspondents. For weeks the 
country bas been waiting for Gen. Grant and 
Mr. Trescott, the American Commissioners,’and 
Mr. Romero and Gen. Canudo, the Mexican Com- 
missioners, to meet and negotiate the proposed 
reciprocal treaty between the two countries. 
The fact is that the treaty has been already 
made, is finished, and a druft of it ja the hands 
of the Secretary of State. 

Upon the arrivaroft the second Mexican Com- 
missioner, now on his way to this country. a 
meeting will be beid, the sole business of which 
will be, according to present appearances, to 
formally execute the treaty by attaching the 
signatures of the reapective Commissioners to 
it. The treaty was made entirely vy Gen. Grant 
and Minister Romero without the participation 
practically of any one else. This was done very 
quietly last fall, long before the Commissioners 


on the part of Mexico were actually appointed. 


Indeed it was doubtful for a long time whether 
they would be appointed at ali. The Adminis- 
tration of President Gonzales was from the first 
in favor of a reciprocal treaty, and with that 
understanding President Arthur appo/{nted the 
Commissioners on the part of the United States. 
The Mexican press. however, attacked the 
tat ome without stint or exception, and cre- 
ated such a unanimous bostility in Mexico that 
it did not seem possivie todo anythigg in the 
face of public opinion. In order to bridge over 
the difficuity, Gen. Grant d Minister Romero 
wont quickly to work and’ prepared a schedule 
for a reciprocal commercial treaty, which ap- 
os meg to be just and profitable to both coun- 
tries. 

Minister Romero put the document in bis 
pocket and started to Mexico. He found the 
public sentiment as above described, and set to 
work to correct it. At the endof six weeks be 
had won over the leaders of public opinion, and 
President Gonzales named him and his coli- 
league as Mexican Commissioners. 

The treaty is kept a secret as yet, but its main 
features are known. The basis of the treaty is 
that the United States yields the duty upon 
sugar, leat-tobaceo, and henecquon, a kind of 
hemp which is imported in large quantities from 
the lower parts of Mexieo. Mexico, on the other 
hand, yields the taritt on American machinery, 
and for the most part on raw material produced 
inthis country. There is also an allowance 
made for certain kinds of hard woods and a few 
other tropical products not found iu the United 
States, but the chief basis of the treaty is in the 
leading articles mentioned above. it will be 
sent to the Senate for ratification probably 
within a week or two.

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STEAMBOATS. 
SUGGESTIONS OF GEN. DUMONT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 

Wasninoetor, D. C., Jan. 10.—The annuai 
convention of Supervising Inspectors of Steain- 
boats will mect in this city the 17th. The sub- 
ject of the change in pilot-rules on Western 
rivers is expected to come before the meeting, 
as it is reported that a delegation of pilots from 
the Ohio River will be present to make argu- 
ments in favor of returniag to the old system of 
signaling. There will be considerable opposi- 
tion to this, however, from other sources should 
such a movement be made. There has 
been no complaint about the rules 
from any but “the Onio River pi- 
lots, and of these but a few 
at Wheeling, W. Va., who passed resolutions as- 
signing to the change in rules the Sctotu disas- 
ter last summer, The report of the Board of 
Local Inspectors who investigated the matter 
did got bear out the charge made, however, but 
suspended one of the pilots concerned. Super- 
vising Inspector Dumont is now engaged in pre- 
paring a statement of the work of his depart- 
ment, which will show its efficiency in the most 
convincing manner. The statement of Secre- 
tary Chandler ia his report on the subject of-a 
transfer contained the assertion that naval engi- 
peer oflicers were better fitted for such work, on 
account of superior education, discipline, and 
experience, than those now engaged under the 
Treasury management. Gen. Dument has 
asked for and received reports from every in- 
spector in the country, giving the length of 
time and nature of employmeut in work con- 
nected with tne inspection of boilers and steam- 
boats. These reports will be used to show that 
no engineer officerin the United States navy 
can compare in length of actual service or ex- 
perience with any of those now engaged in 
steainboat inspection duty. Strong arguments 
will be based on the figures thus given, Which 
will, u is expected, convince Congress 
that a change would not only be not an improve- 
ment, but actualiy dangervus. Engineer officers 
serve a term of years at sea on oue vessel, and 
know the boiler and vessel under their charge 
thoroughly. Of other boats they know nothing 
except what they have been taugt theoretical- 
ly. inspectors of steamboats. on the contrary, 
are practical men, some of them in daily ¢ou- 
tact with boilers for over thirty years. Several 
of the oldest have a record us high as 4,000 and 
5,000 boilers inspected. Secretary Foiger will 
embody the report of Gen. Dumont in nis reply 
to Secretary Chandler's recommendation. 


OUR FOREIGN COMMERCE, 


AN UNSATISFACTORY SHOWING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuixoror, D. C., Jan. 10.—The details of 
the foreign commerce of the United States for 
tne fiscal year 1582 are full of interest. The 
total value of exchanges of merchandise or 
specie was $1,.567,000,000, In the fiscal year 1881 
the amount of these exports was $1,675,000,000. 
In the last year, therefore, there was a decrease 
of about $108,000,000. This important reduction 
indicates, of course, a corresponding diminu- 
tion of the customary surpius of exports over 
imports, and a return to the old surplus of 
imports of specie. The excess of exports over 
imports of merchandise was only 826. 
000,000; whereas in 1881 the excess was 
ten times that sum. The surplus 
for 1882, in fact, is considerably less than for any 
period during the last six years. There was an 
excess of exports of epecie of neariy $7,000,000; 
whereas in the preceding year the balance in 
our favor was nearly $91,000,000. This is the 
most unsatisfactory statement that Bas been 
made since the year 1877. 

A DECREASE IN THE QUALITY OF EXPORTS. 

There has been a notable decrease in the qua!- 
ity of the exports, together with an important in- 
crease in the value of imports. The value of 
the exports of merchandise tell about $152,00),- 
600. While the value of the imports of merchan- 
dise increased some G.. The last year’s 
exports of domestic inerchandise was 815,000. 
600. This result was brought about primarily dy 
a loss in the exports of products of the soil and 
provisions of ail kin 

The loss in the exports of provisions was re- 
duced to about $166,000,000, and this loss wus only 
in a relative degree compensated by a slight ia- 
crease in the exports of petroleum and manu- 
factured goods, which amounted to §27,00u,000. 
A comparison between the harvests of 1580 and 
1881 gives the best explanation for the reduc- 
tion of the exports of agricultural products and 

evisions. The statisticaof the Agricultural 

ureau shew that u the bad harvests of 1851 che 
exports were reduced as follows: cotton, 18.2: 
wheat, 27.7; corn, WA; rye. 14.6. The increase 
in the imports consisted chiefly in breadstuffs, 
rice, steel, wool, sugar, fruits, silk, potatoes, 
and rubber. 
TRADE WITH ENGLAND. _/ 

A comparison of the exports from the United 
States to differevt fureign countries shows that 
Engiand still receives by far the larger percent- 
age of our exports. The percentage of our ex- 
Orts sent to different countries is as follows: 


n@land, 40.94; France,whicb is the next in rauk. 
0.42; West Indies, 8:21; Germany, 7.50; Canada, 
6.08; Brazil, 3.82; and Beigium, 3.13. The toi- 
lowing countries received between 1 and 2 per 
cent of our exports—pamely: the East indies, 
China, Mexico, the Netherlands, Italy, Spain, 
and Japan. A very small percentage, not to 
exceed 1) per cent of the exports, went to our 
next-‘loor neighbors io the Central and South 
Awerican Kepublies. The old story is shown 
again by these fissures, that, owing to the tarilf 
system, we bave been compelled to furnish En- 
giand and other European countries with our 
raw products, to be manufactured by them into 
clothing and provisions to be reshipped to the 
South American ports. We exported to England 
in value about $48,000,000, and imported from 
that country about $196,000,000. But Eagiana 
did not pay us the balance in gold. On the con- 
trary, she paid in the products of tropical 
countries which were obtained by Eugland in 
exchange for our own raw material manufact- 
ured into articles of export. So that England 
made a profit on the manufactured goods and 
also a profit on the products of other countries 
ia which it deals, and we were not bDenelited by 
baving our stores of goid increased by reveiving 
the balance ia gold.

feiture or resumption by the United States

by the United states of such lands, as the case 
may be; which suit or suits sball be subject te 
trian! or hearing hike other suits, with right to 
writ of erroror appeal by either rty. as in 
other eases.

This table shows, in round numbers, 116,600,000 
acres ot land—that is, 1°5,000 square miles 
granted to eight corporations, of which, under a 
liberal and equitable construction of the grant- 
ing acts, they have earned 21,500,000 aeres, or 35,- 

square miles, and have forfeited 95,360,000 
acres, or 132,000 square miles, a territory as 
large as the three great central States of New 
York, Pennsyivania, and Ohio, which now sup- 
port a population of 11,000,009. 

This vill is so skillfully drawn that not an acre 
of this land would be forfeited. Every one of 
these corporations comes within the exception 
of having built some portion ot the road within 
a year, and is thus saved froma forfeiture. in 
tact, bill, if passed, will bea new grant to 
the railroads of 9,000,000 acres of land. They 
have now neither an equitable nora legal title 
to one acre of it. It bas reverted to the people, 
and only uwaits the action of the people's serv- 
ants—Congress and the courts—to be restored to 
the public domain. 

The money value of this land at the Govern- 
mont price for lands witbin fuilroad limits is 
$22, 500.00). At the prices which the corpora- 
tions are charging for what they have earned 
it will being to them over $0u¥,000,000, about 
three times the sum nevesseyry to build aud 
equip at a cost of $30,000 per mile every mile of 
railroad to wien the aid was given. 

The only land aifected by this Senate bill is 
that granted to some of the Southérn and 
Western States to be used in aiding the con- 
struction of rai:ways. The whole amount of 
these grants, as shown by the report of Secretary 
Kirkwood, is tess that 15,000,000 acres, and of 
this, following the same rute that I have applied 
to the vorporavions—that of giving all lands 
earned in proportion tor the uumber of miles 
eoustructed before the expiration of the time 
tixed in the charter for compiction—over 8,000,- 
000 acres have been earned, leaving 10,000,000 
acres in the States of Mississippi, Louisiana, Al- 
abama, Florida. Missouri. Michigan, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota to be forfeited.

The 
passes and tickets found are mostiy old ones 
and have expired, and, though Lincoin may 
have kept them to be altered in date when pur- 
chasers were found, yet under the circum- 
Standes no such charge can be proved against 
bim. The principal object of the railroad com- 
panies in making the raid on his office seems to 
bave been for the purpose of finding out the 
names of parties who ure in the habit of sellm; 
their passes and thousand-mile tickets an 
have them placed upon the black list. 
Many of the passes and thousand-mile tick- 
ets found in Lincota’s office were issued 
to prominent business-men and other people, 
who would rather not be mentioned in such con- 
nection. re is even one preacher whose 
half-fare permit was found iu Lincoln's office— 
a Kev.

THE WATER WASTE. 


CHEAPER TO LET IT GO ON THAN STOP IT 
BY INSPECTIOR, 

Says tne last number of the Sanitary Engi- 
neer: 
The systematic i tion of waste in nouses 
has produced excellent results in Cincinnati 
during the last year. The amount of water 
pumped bas been actualiy less than io 1879, 1880, 
or l, ana the saving of coal over last year has 
been 4,000 tons. The fact seems to be that the 
Cincinnati offic:ais are not wild to build a sew 
engine, or a new reservoir, or an aqueduct, or 
something, and, besides, they have stop-cocks 
on the service pi at the edge of the sidewalk, 
80 that in the night watches they can listen and 
discover whether water is being wasted, instead 
of being obliged to creep into sewers, as the 
New York waste inspectors do in the spasmodic 
examinations they make. 
“ We have no systematic system of inspection 
in Chicago,” said Commissioner Cregier, as it 
would cost more than the water wasted. We tried 
it a few years agyo—put gangs of men on at night 
—and discovered icaks, but the effect was only 
temporary, as the people soon fell into their old 
habit of letting the water run to save plumbers’ 
bills. Iaspecuon is praciicabie in Cincinnati, 
which is compactiy built, anda large quantity 
of water cun be saved by Having meu traveling 
about, but Chicago cx so much more ground 
that it woulda’t pay. 
“How much extra water have you pumped 
during this cold snap?’ 

0 $2,000,000 gallous @ night.” 
“ What was the cost?" 
About $6 for 1,000,000 galions.”’ 
* Metres would stop the waste?’ 
“Yes. They are in use in Liverpool and Bos- 
ton, and save a great deal of water. 
While the cost of the extra water pumped 
each day is small. the aggregate of the year is a 
considerable sum, and the amount could be 
saved,if un example were made of a dezen or 
two people who are in the babit of wasting 
water. it would be un eusy th to catch them, 
and if they were arrested taken into the 
police court and fined 8% apiece the lesson 
would not be forgotten. A wreat deal of water 
is wasted by persons ignorant of the law on the 
subject, and the spreading of information by 
the im tion of some tines could not fail to 
have a good effect. 


CELLS AND SMELLS. 


TUCKAWAY DENS IN THE OLD TANK-—-BUGS, 
FOUL ODORS, AND STIFLIXG AIR~—A DIS- 
GRACE TO THE CITY. 

There are at the City-Hall, in that portion of 
the building devoted to the Police Department, 
two celis which are in coutinual use, and which 
merit the condemnation of the Health Officers 
fully as much as any tenement hovel in the city. 
The celis open off the bali in the southwest cor- 
ner of the building, are about seven feet square, 
and are turnished with a couple of wire- 
mattress berths, one above the other, and 
have an ordinary window each, grated, and 
looking out upon the old tank. They are built 
of plank, withheavy plank doors, and are sup- 
posed to be heated by steam. All this is well 
enough, but the planking has warped and 
cracked in every direction, and myriads of ver- 
min have taken possession of every crevice and 
overrun both celis. There is a total lack of 
ventilation beyond that which may be obtained 
by Opening the window from the top. This in 
the winter freezes the poor devil who bas 
been roasting in a temperature of W 
degrees, and who is nearly suffo- 
cated by the vile, poisonous atmosphere 
of the place. Roasted in summer, alternately 
broiled and frozen in winter, stifled at all times, 
and a a the vigorous and belilig- 
erent bugs, unfortunate being who is con- 
11 there suffers intolerably. Criminals who 
have been contined in these sweat- boxes fortwo 
or three days say they would willingly spend six 
mouths in jailrathor than a week there. When it 
is Considered that there is really no necessity for 
using the ceils at the Central Station, there be- 
ing plenty of room ut the Harrison Street Station. 
only two blocks away, the action of the officers 
who employ these cells seems a needless inflic- 
tion upon the prisoner. Were it one of the 
duties of the Police Department to torture or 
punish prisoners it would be different: but it 
should remembered that the police are sim- 
ply to safely detain a prisuner until he may 
bave bad his bearing and be either discharged 
or turned over to the Sheriff. There are many 
cases Of men who have been run im by the de- 
tectives, who have a suspicion that they bave 
done crookec work, and who have been confined 
in thesecelis for a week or ten days and 
then turned out. There are the cells where the 
detectives bury from the sight of the reporters 
any thief they may have in some suppressed 
case, and here also are occasionally kept pris- 
Obers whose arrest and whereabouts the officers 
are anxious to keep from the knowledge of their 
friends. There is a faint show once or twice a 
year to improve the sanitary condition of these 
boxes, but the coat of whitewash laid on semi- 
annually improves the appearance only. The 
bugs, the vile atmosphere, the horrible odors, 
the lack of ventilation, the defective heating 
arrangements remain the same, and probably 
will continue to remain in their sent condi- 
on until a determined effortis made by the 
Health Department to have them abolished. 


A $20,000-FIRE THIS MORNING. 


The stapie grocery and provision house of 
Banuard, Lyman & Co., located at No. 61 South 
Water street, was visited by a fire at an early 
hour this morning, the stock and building being 
damaged to the extent of about $20,000—the es 
timates of loss ranging from that figure as low

A CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 


A New Project of Bishop Spalding. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Jan, 10.—There have been rumors 
atioat for some time past in close Catholic circles 
of a new and important movement. Such in- 
formation as could be obtained was confiped to 
avery narrow circie, and those acquainted 
with the facts were averse to talk- 
ing about them. It was alleged that 
the project was as yet only in course of forma- 
tion, and that it was premature to discuss what 
might not come about, at least fora long time. 
It was ascertained, however, that the mysteri- 
ous project, of which various poiats had been 
dropped bere and there, bad reference to the es- 
tabvlishment of a great Koman Catholic Uaiver- 
sity in the United States. 

Catholics dere, it was represented, are now 
strong enough in numbers, wealth. and power to 
carry apeh a project through to a success- 

The is grounded upon 
educational es- 
tablishment where Catholic 
students wo so desire may receive the highest 
possible training in every department of human 
and theological science, and an establishment 
that should equal Yale and Harvard in equip- 
ments, tinish, and range of studies, while it 
sbould surpass them iu tnoroughuess and depth. 
Such is the project now under consideration. 
THE PROJECT, 

Its chief promoter with, it is understood, the 
consent and encouragement of the Catholic 
hierarchy m the United States, is Bishop Spaid- 
ing of Peoria, one of the youngest, most 
briiliaat, and most energetic of the 
American Catholic Bishops. Bishop Spalding is 
at present in Europe, whither, be went to pay 
his firet visit since he was cailed to the Episco- 
pate, to the Hoh See. he proposed, also, on 
starting to lay bis plans for the fuundation or 
the proposed university before the Pope and the 
Cardinal-Prefect of the Propaganda. 

AMPLE FUNDS PROMISED. 

Before leaving for Rowe, Bishop Spalding 
consulted with bis brethren of the Episcopate, 
with mauy of the Catholic clergy throughout 
thé country, and with leaamg members of the 
Catholic laity, as to the advisability and feasi- 
bility of his plan. It is underst that 
Bishop Spaiding bas been promised in advanve 
$1,000,000 to begin the work, one person offering 
to subscribe $700,000. The foundation is de- 
signed to be somewhere along the Hudson River, 
within easy reach of New York City. 
Spalding has been an 
Bishop. Ireland, of St. Paul, 
in est@blishing the Catholic colonization 
company. it wus at Urst proposed to establish 
ouly an institution of bigh education for the 
clergy, where young priests or students for the 
ministry might, if they desired it, and showed 
the necessary qualifications, go beyond the cus- 
tomary four years course of philosophy and 
theology needed to fit them for the ministry. 

A LONG FELT WANT. 

There is no piace for the higher education of 
the secular Catholic clergy in this couutry. The 
Catbolic laity have still less chance of pursuing, 
even if they desire it, the higher branches of 
learning constitujing a course of d- 
eral culture. A®cordingiy Bishop Spaid- 
ing s scheme was enlarged 80 as 
to admit withia its scope lay as weil as ecclesi- 
astical students. It is to be under the control of 
no particular diocese, but the common property 
of all. The schools are to feed the colleges and 
seminaries, and these in turn the universi- 
ty. All Catholics are to be asked to 
contribute to the cause,and though the scheme 
is as yet not much more than in embryo it is

A Patriotic Canadian Correspondent De- 
fends Them Both-—Improbability of 
the Report thdt the Princess Louise 
Had a Tien with Lady Macdonald, 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHIcaGo, Jan. 10,—There is ao article going 
the rounds of the American papers purporting 
to emanate from a correspondent of the New 
York World at Ottawa, Out., refiecting on 
Lady Macdonald, the wife of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, the Premier of Canada. This silly ef- 
fusion bears on the face of it its own refutauon. 
and it would be ecarcely worthy of notice 
but for the (ct that it has been 
copied into other papers, THe Tuns 
among the rest, and may do more or less 
mischief amongst those unacquainted with the 
persons coucerned. The allegation is that the 
Governor-General of Canada and his wife, the 
Princess Louise, absent themselves from Ottawa 
on account “of the repugnanve which she (the 
Princess) entertains towards Lady Macdonald.” 
This, of course, is a possibility, and even if 
faise is not easy of refutation. But there are 
incidents spoken of in this article which show 
very plain the animus of it, and which 
are 80 strongly improbable as to Amount 
to impossibilities, and the — of which 
shows very plainly how perfectly unacqu ed 
with the matters he writes about the autbor of 
this so-called scandal must be. After describ- 
ing Lady Macdonald as a large, masculine 
woman, witha warton her cheek,” a scarcely 
accurate description of a most estimable lady 
by no means devoid of personal charms, the 
writer in question says “The Princess would 
often be led down to dinner by some half-fud- 
died old ex-Governor, Governor, or Chief-Jus- 
tiee whose conversation would not always be of 
the most entertaining descripuon.” Where did 
these geutry come from? 

There are no ex- Governors in Canada. Those 
once Governors, still alive, have returned to 
Europe. There are some, not very many, ex- 
Lieutenant-Governors of the Provinces, but 
these do not answer the description given, be- 
ing without exception mea of bigh character, 
reuned deportments, and sober and dianitied 
habits. Neither are there any Chief Justices 
that would answer the sketches. The Judges, 
ex-Chief Justices as well as others, are ap- 
pointed for life,and seldom retire evenona 
pension. They are not elective as in the United 
States, and would stand a fair chance 
of impeachment if they figurea in the 
manner imputed to tnem. It is 
not very likely that a balf-fuddied Chief-Justice 
ever took the Princess down to dinner, though 
it is not absolutely impossibie. The sneer inthe 
following seotence fails very pointiess when it 
is remembered that the Canadian Government 
does not dealin champagne: Tha champagne 
turnishbed by the Cauadian Government is never 
ot the best quality. The Governor of Canada 
bas to buy bis own champagne and pay for it 
bimeelf. Lord Dufferia knows this pret- 
ty well. If Lord Lorne gives bis 
guests bad champagne and lets them 
befuddle themselves betore dinner it is his own 
fauit. It is more than probable that the Ottawa 
correspondent of the New York Times bas never 
tasted the champagne at Rideau Hail. only 
circumstance beyond mere Mrs. Gampish gossip 
that the article contains is the charge that Sir 
John Macdonald is a candidate tor the Gov- 
ernor-Generaisbip of Canada. It this 
18 tuo case he scarcely pursues 
nis object with his usual well-kouown 
shrewdness. The appointment of the Govervor- 
General iies with the Queen of Kugland, under 
the advice of her Privy VCouacil, of whom Sir 
John Macdonald is but one. It would seem a 
queer way Of ingratinting bimself with the 
Queen to allow Lady Macdonaid to make un- 
pieasantocss for her daughter the Princess, 
but those who know Sir Jobn Macdon- 
ald will agree that he would be very 
loath to change bis present position 
to assuive the Governor-Generaiship.

Anotner circumstance which adds greatiy to the 
improbability of such a thing is that it is wel 
known that Sir Jobn could not afford to accept 
such appotatment.

THE MEXICAN TREATY. 


Arrival of the Commissioner from Mex- 
leo. 0 
Svecial Dispatch te The Chicaco Tribune. 

New OR1:eane, Jan. 10.—The steamship City of 
Mexico, from Vera Cruz, which reached here 
this morning, brought Gen. Estamistao Cancdo, 
Commissioner appointed by the President of 
Mexico to assist in framing a commercial treaty 
between the United States and Mexico. On be- 
ing questioned as to the probable range of the 
commercial treaty he was sent to negotiate, he 
said that de could only state what he desired 
should be its nature. This was that it sbouid 
be as reciprocal as possible so as to be con- 
sistent with the interests of the two coun- 
trics interested. He said the growing intimacy 
of the relations between the two Republics, 
with the constantiy increasing introduction 
of American capital and American enterprise 
into Mexico, required that the international 
commerce should be placed on the most favor- 
able basis. Mexico has a vast weaith of re- 
sources which sbouid invite capital and enter- 
prise from the United States, and bas products 
which should find a market in the Great Repub- 
lic; while, om the other hand, Mexico cath con- 
sume to great advantage great variety of 
American articies. Howto effect a reciprocal 
exchange the best advantage between the 
two couvnfries will be the object of the « 
Mexican Commissioner. There is a wide- 
spread and warm desire among the Mexican 
people to establish the most friendly relations 
with the United States, and the Commissioner

presario. 


An Indignant Board of Trade Man 
Tells the Story of That Treable- 
some Sunday Night. 


Mr. Orofts, the Agent, Administers a Dose 
of Explanatory Soothing Sirup to 
the Public. 


The official announcement made through the 
advertising columns of THe Trisung yester- 
day morning, to the effect that Patti would sing 
only Tuesday night next week and at the Sat- 
urday matinée, did not tend to soothe the sen- 
sou-ticket holders who struggied so hard for 
their tickets Monday morning at Lyon & 
Healy’s, as it was conclusive evidence to them 
that they bad paid $20 for. a seat for one Patti 
night and tive “Off nights.” Ona account of this 
state of affairs there was much weeping and 
walling and goa thing of teeth, especially among 
those who hau purchased season tickets witn- 
out noticing the lice on them in fine print, 
Good for six nigbts only.” 

So many complaints as to the way in which 
the Lyon & Healy sale was conducted have 
poured into THe Tribune office that it was 
thought the music-dealers must have been com- 
plained to as wil, andareporter called at the 
store yesterday afternoon and asked Mr. Mer- 
rill, the head of the sheet-music department, if 
they had received any complaints. 

No.“ said Mr. Merrill, somewhat besitatingly, 
“except from that man who bad the trouble 
with the party in line whom he engaged to pur- 


chase tickets for him.” 

“Do you mean Cooney, one of your em- 
ployes?”’ asked the reporter.

President Holmes’ Interesting and Com- 
_ prehensive Report—How the 
Cable Was Built. 


The Company Now Operates Twenty Miles 
of Cable, with a Car Travel of 
2,159,170 Miles. 


The stockholders of the Chicago City Railway 
Company held their annual meeting at the of- 
fices of the company, 2020 State street, yester- 
day afternoon. There were present Messrs. S. 


B. Cobb, C. L. Hutchinson, 8. W. Allerton, 


Daniel A. Jones, Erskine M. Phelps, Henry 
Field, Heury M. Sherwood, B. G. Gallup, D. C. 
Curtis, W. N. Evans, and C. B. Hoimes. The 
following were Lirectors for the ensu- 
ing year: 8. B. Cobb, Daniel A. Jones, S. W. 
Alierton, Erskine M. Phelps, D. K. Pearsons, and 
C B. Holmes. The Directors will meet in a few 


days and elect officers. 


President C. B. Holmes submitted his annual 
report. which was very favorably received. It 
was as follows: 

PRESIDENT HOLMES’ REPORT. 

To the Stockholders of the Chicago City Ra- 
way Company—GENTLEMEN: In the report made 
to you one yeur ayo it was stated that the cable 
system on State street was nearly compieted 
and ina 1 time would be set in operation. 
On the Dich day of last January the cars cow - 

menced running bet ween Twenty-first street and 
Madison street,and a few days after that w 
Thirty-ninth street, and also around the eight 
Dlocks north of adison street, commonly 
known as “tne loop.” It bad been found a task 
of no small magnitude to construct the roadway 
and piace in position the massive machinery re- 
quirea tor the system. and naturally there was 
entertained no little anxiety lest in the many 
und complex parts some defects should be en- 
countered which should defeat the end desired. 
lt was, theretore, with a grateful sense of relicf 
the v = appliances were found to operate as 
design 
Alt ~ 49 parts worked admirably, and for the 
first time in the history of cable railroads the 
cars were able to run without serious and ex- 
tensive alterations of road-bed or macbinerv. 
The task of educating the large force of men 
needed to operate the cars proved to be a se- 
rious and tryin ordeal th tothe men and 
the company. The most nicely adjusted ap- 
pliances were of little avail in the hands of men 
who did not comprehend the mechanism or ap- 

ate the situation. Men who now operate 
grips without any difficulty and can readily 
relieve any little defect were unable during the 
first few wecks to run a dozen trips without en- 
dangering the cabies or blocking the street. 
The feeling of uncertainty and risk was almost 
unbearabie. The task was the more difficult be- 
cauge the cars were crowded with passengers, 
andthe men bad no confidence in themseives. 
Brery movement was apt to be a blunder; 
every attempt at relief a deeper complication. 
As result, the cables were several times cut 
or stranded, with all the attendant annoyances, 
A few mooths' operation made it apparent that 
the device in the circumference of the wheels at 
— 2 — street for operating the loop cable was 
the best for the purpose. although it had 
bones found useful in San Francisco, and the 
fron linings were exchanged for wood, which is 
better for the roads. During the season a vai- 
wabie i vement was made in the carrying 
oye substituting a species of com — 
metal for wood, which is far more durabie, u 
affected by heat or 3 and no * — 
Uable to crystallize ith these ex- 
ceptions, it bas not been found necessary to alter 
any of the appliances origivaliy adopted. It is 
cause for cougratulation that the large umount 
of very heavy and expensive machinery bas run 
smoothly without causing any delay or any ex- 
pense for alterations. 

HAD THE SLIGHTEST ERROR BEEN MADE 
in the alignment of this machinery it would de- 
stroy the cabies and grind out the bearings. The 
diferent series of cog- Wheels have been com- 
pletely inclosed to prevent accident to the ma- 
chinery and to persons.

large and handsome passenger 
cars have been built, the best ever constructed 
by the company. After the completion of the 
cable system on Stute street there was a marked 
increase in the volume of travel, and the facili- 
ties, aithough eniarged in anticipation of such 
demand, proved in vate. The growth of the 
lines has aiso been considered, and to meet these 
pressing needs the company is now construct- 
ing utty more large passenger cars and fifteen 
grip-cars, which will be pushed to completion as 
5 as possible. In the usual repairs of cars 
d wheels were replaced with new ones, 24 
care have been in the sbops for thorough over- 
hauling, and enough for other repairs to swell 
the number of cars which have passed through 
the shops te 659. Two new snow-plows and one 
new sweeper have been finished and four more 
plows and another sweeper almost completed. 
The repairing of cars was at the average rate of 
thirteen per week through the year, and new 
cars were turaed out at the rate of three per 
week. One bundred and fifty wagons and ot 
vebicies have passed through the shops to un- 
dergro repairs. The Master Mechanic has had a 
laborious year, for, in addiuon to the building 
and of Fes snow-piows, and sweep- 
ers, the grips and ot a iargo 
part or the 1 — — in the cable construction 
uf cars was done under his supervision, and the 
management is glad to commend nis faithful 
services, 

During the year the State street track has 
been extended to Sixty-third street, or Englie- 
wood, an addition of four miies of strie 
track. The company now operates ffty- 
five miles of track, the usual re- 
pairs bave been prosecuted with promptness, 
and the road is in good condition. All paving 
of the tracks is now done with stone, and already 
the tracks on State street, Wabash and Cottage 
Grove avenues, one and a halt miles on Clark 
street, and one mile on Halsted street have been 
paved with stone. 

The Trackmaster aiso had charge of the cable 
eonstruction, and bas passed through the heavy 
labor of the year with great credit to himecif 
and satisfaction to the company. To build the 
road and at the same time operate the cars was 
a difficuit undertaking, and the success of the 
work was largely due to the faithful labors by 
day and by night of the Trackmaster. The 
number of miles run during the year waa 2,159,- 
170 by — and 2,151,064 by horses, and 88, 350 by 
the =< Park dummy. From this 
it will be seen that while the 
tompany bas operated  fifty-tive miles 
of rvad, the car movement has aggregated 4,445, - 
620 miles. Almost halt the entire mileage was 
performed on the nine miles of cable road. Had 
the same work heen done with horses, it would 
have required 88) bead, and is something of an 
indication of the facilities already furnished by 
the cable system to the public. 

During the vear, 1,625 tons of hay, costing on 
an average $10.65 per tou; 146,023 busheis of 
oats, costing 45 cents per bushel. and 85,000 bush- 
els of corn bave been consumed- The total 
cost of grain and hay was $124,601.57. 

The company has for two years Deen engaged 
in a great undertaking, which has taxed its en- 
ergies and resources most heavily; but this 
great labor of construction is now, at least for

WRAPPING-PAPER MAKERS 


Overproduction Causes an Unwbole- 
some Drop in Prices—Aunual Ban- 


quet. 

A meeting of the Western Wrapping-Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association was held at the 
Tremont House yesterday. Representatives of 
ten State were present. Levi Rhoades, of Rock- 
ford, III., presided, and R. P. Wart, of Milan, O. 
was Secretary. It is claimed that the present 
procucng power of the wrapping- paper mills is 

per cent greater than the consumption. The 
article of association under debate at the morn- 

session is given below; 

That the Executive Committee ebali bave 
power and are hereby authorized first to bear 
and determine ail matters of dispute between 
the several members of the said “ Western 
Wrapping-Paper Manufacturers’ Association,” 
relative to the business of the same, and te rer- 
ulate the production of paper: and to te end 
they are empowered, when in their judiment 
there is an overproduction of No. manilia, 
bogus mavilla, rag and straw wrapping, express, 
hardware. cloth, dry goods, grocers’, ham, candy. 
print wrappers, roofing, and carpet papers to 
limit such production of any kind of 2 — 
by either restricting the amount of daily pro- 
duct of such kind or kinds of paper, or by re- 
guir all mils of the association to stop mak - 
ing such paper for a period not exceeding two 
weeks in any one month; ovided, that they 
shali give not less than ten days’ notice of such 
Intended stoppage. 

o action on the above was taken at the morn- 
session. President Rhoades, speaking toa 
THIBUNE reporter, said: 
1 old associauon were included the milis 
is, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Iowa., and 
Wiscohsia. We now propose to form a new as- 
sociation, adding the miiis in Missouri, Kansas, 
and Nebraska. We want #0 per cent of the mils 
in this organization before any agreement is 
binding. Our association was formed in April, 
1880. Since that time the producing capacity of 
the milis bas increased about 33 per cent. We 
have had 80 per cent of the manufacturers with 
us, but now we want 0 per cent. 

„What fs the total manufacturing capacity?” 

“We now bave machines representing 6,04 
inches of paper. At present wrapping paper is 
selling for less than the actual cost of produc- 
mon. Why, I would not buy one of these wrap- 
ping-paper mills for 50 cents on a dollar of their 
cost price. Our business is like many others. It 
has been overdone.” 

At the opening session yesterday J. C. Richard- 
60n moved that a committee of five be named to 
arrange for a banquet in the evening, to which 
ali the Chicago paper-dealers and all the manu- 
facturers of white paper in the city were in- 
vited. The motion vailed, and C. P. Richard- 
son, Lucius Ciark, C. M. Smith, T. Dwight, and 
8 P. Tangeman were appointed such com- 
mittee. 

At the afternoon session the paper men fur- 
ther ered matters of interest in their 
special line of manufacture. rest qual- 
ity of straw wrapping paper, it was stated, has 
recently sold by the car-load as low as one cent 
per pound. year ago it brought two and 
three-quarters cents a pound.

STAR-ROUTE CONSPIRACY. 


Mr. J. A. Walsh Telling How Senator 
Kellogg Escaped Indictment. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Jan. 7.—Mr. J. A. Walsh 
bas written a card to the press inclosing a let- 
ter be addressed to President Arthur on Dec. 18 
with respect to the star-route prosecutions, and 
to which, he says, he bas received no reply. He 
had previously written to Attorney-General 
Brewster, giving him the same facts, but inas- 
much as de had received no reply from that offi- 
cial be felt compeiled to address the President, 
to the end that official cognizance might be 
taketrof the facts set forth in that commwunica- 
iow. His letter to the Attorney-General, he 
gays, was couched in the most respectfu! terms, 
and the violation of courtesy and official pro- 
priety, to call it by no harsher terms, on the part 
of that official, was the mere surprising to him, 
“ ocourring, as it did, in an office whose etiquet, 
like its embellishments, is popularly supposed to 
partake of the Reunissance period.“ 

Mr. Walsh in both letters sets forth the way in 
which he came to be called as a witness by the 
prosecution in the star-route cases. He says 
that on June 21, 1881, he filed a suit in the courts 
of the District of Columbia against ex-Assistant 
Postmaster-General Brady to recover a large 


} amount of cash which he loaned Brady at vari- 


ous times in his capacity as banker. On Jan. 14. 
188%, he sued out attachment in New York 
against Brady's property. These proceedings 
having obtained wide publicity, resulted, he 
presumed, in attracting the attention of the 
prosecution toward him. In che early part of 
June, 1882, de was summoned o appear as a 
Witness before the grand jury of the District of 
Columbia. No one,” be says, “net even coun- 
sei for the Government, bad any idea of the full 
import of what my testimony was to be, and in 
the light of events, it grieves me to say that bad 
its full scope and bearmg been known it is pos- 
sible that the prosecution would not have called 
me.“ He is of opinion that his being called was 
an accident as painful as it was surprising to 
certain interests. He — 4 that be voluateered 
no testimony, but simply answered the interro- 
gations of Mr. George Bliss, who represented 
the United States in the jury-room. This testi- 
eee A resulted in the indictment of Gen. Brady 
and Mall-Contractor James B. Price for conspir- 
acy to defraud the Government, but omitted 
Senator William P. Kellogg, “against whom,” 
says Walsh, my testimony bore most heavily.” 
Mr. Walsh continues: 

dave heard it rumored that Mr. Kellogg's 
name was actually included in the presentment, 
but in some mysterious manner took unto itseif 
wings. Suffice it to say that Mr. Merrick, asso- 
ciate counsel for the Government, called on me, 
Stating that he bad heard rumors of what my 
testimony bad been before the grand jury, but, 
bav received no official information thereof 
from Mr. Biiss, asked me to recite it to him sub- 
stantiaily, which I did. His astonishment was 
as profound as it was unfeigned, and he told me 
be would have the adjourned grand jury called 
together in extraordinary session. I was ac- 
cordingly summoned to appear before the grand 
jury w term began in July, 1882. In some 
unaccountabie manner the now alleged defend- 
ante, in and out of court, bavi pooled their 
issues, 60 to speak, were notiti of what was 
coming. Then it was that the organs of the 

led issues—viz.: Brady et al., in court, and 
ellogg et al., not yet there, beraided to the 
world that ‘a grand jury composed of citizens 
of eminent respectability refused to believe 
Walen on oath.’ This was supplemented by the 
most infamous abuse of me in the columns of 
these organs, and that, too, while 1 was under 
subpeeva from the court. 

“Senator Kellogg. on the 15th day of July, 1882, 
a day or so following the adjournment of the 
grand jury that bad failed to indict any of the 
persons against whom | testified, said, in an in- 
terview, referring to my testimony: There 
was nota scrap of a paper or a document 
of any kind, bill, chegk, or voucher with my 
[Kelloggz’s) name on it. The whole thing is 
over, but the day of reckoning is coming for 
the black mailers.’ 

“When Senator Kellogg gave expression to the 
above he did not for a moment imagine that I 
would dare print my testimony, with checks, 
telegrams, and letters of his—papers that car- 
ried conviction to the hearts of their readers as 
to the guilt of these men. On Juiy 20, 188, the 
New York published a fac-simile copy of 
a check drawn by me to the order of William P. 
Kellogg and by dim indorsed for $2,000. This 
amount represented partof the $20,000 of postal 
drafts which Mail-Coutractor James B. Price 
had paid Senator William P. Kellogg and ex- 
Assistant-Postmaster-General Thomas J. Brady 
for corruptiy expediting his mail service and 
enormously increast his on a certain 
route trom Corpus Christi to San Antonio, Tex. 

drafts were subsequently given me 
as a banker for collecdon by Senator 
Kellogg, one-half for his account and one-baif 
for the account of Thomas J. Brady, ex- Assistant 
Postmaster-General. To the end that I mav be 
perfectly explicit as tothe matter, I will state 
that $15,000 of the amount paid by Price was in 
drafts Known as postal drafts. The other $5,000 
was represented by a note of James B. Price’s 
for $6,000, drawn to his order or by himself in- 

payment thereof being secured by col- 
jateral consisting of mining stocks, with a note 
of a certain mail contractor by the name of 
Hugh White, said note in its turn bearing the in- 
dorsement of Mail-Contractor Monroe Salisbury. 

“The action ot the grand jury that indicted 
Brady and Price resolved itself into this: The 
contractor, James B. Price, was indicted for 
paying $20,000 to Senator William P. Kellogg for 
the latter's and Brady's use, in return for the 
increase in pay corruptly given him by the Post- 
Office Department through the instrumentality 
of Kellogg as the negotiator and Brady as the 
official. Thomas J. Brady was indicted for re- 
ceiving one-baif of this amount for his use and 
bevefit. Senator William P. Kello&g, who re- 
ceived the drafts or money in person from Price, 


and who benefited to the exient of one-half of 
the amount, escapes indictment. This result 
caused great discontent among the conspirators 
who had been indicted and their foliowing. 
They apparentiy did not understand why Mr. 
Ketlogg had escaped, and, if be escaped, why 
not all. Wes the second grand jury was called 
together in extraordinary session, through the 
sole desire of Mr. Merrick, it was determined by 
the conspirators no such illogical preseat- 
ments would be aliowed to come from it. Then 
occurred the pooling of the issues between the 
defendants whose trial was then progressing in 
the Criminai Court and the individuals threat- 
ened with indictment—to wit: Kellogg, Buell, and 
Mail-Contractor Peterson, with many others ia- 
terested in staying the law’s tidal wave. It was 
then determined by the combined allies that the 
grand jury composed of citizens of “eminent 
— ay yy: " should refuse to believe me on 
oath, to the end that all might escape indict- 
ment, and I being thus discredited by the grand 
jury, my testimony, whicn I was to give, as 
against the defendaats in court, and before the 
petit jury, would not be believed, in this way re- 
ineving the only obstacie to their acqulttal. 
While on this subject Iwill state that if you de- 
sire it I will take great pleasure in showing you 
the papers in the case. It after the inspection 
of letters, telegrams, bank checks, and posta! 
drafts, you say there's nota prima facie case 
of the strongest kind inst these men, I will 
plead guilty to criminally tibeiling mem.“ 

Walsh's letter to the President concludes as 
follows; 

Mr. President, permit me to say to you in all 
candor that I know of no man who believes that 
the p ution, as a whole, isin earnest. Its 
acts have been of such a character as to pre- 
clude the possibility of intellieent men believing 
in its honesty of purpose, in proof of which I re- 
fer you to the press. As an illustration of this

BREACH OF PROMISE. 


Mary Allee Almont Livingstone ve. 
Henry Fleming. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New Tonk, Jan. &—Miss’ Mary Alice 
Almont Livingstone. was plaintiff in the 
Kings Coutity Supreme Court in a suit be- 
fore Justice Pratt for $75,000 damages for 
breach of promise Of marriage against 
Henry Fleming, President of the 
Petroleum Exchange. The plaintiff?’ was 
accompanied by her mother, Mrs.“ Evelina 
Bliss. Both were richly dressed in black 
silk, and they had with them a pretty infant 
boy, the plaintiff’s son. Miss Livinestane is 
the daughter of the date Judge Robert & 
Livingstone, of Dutchess County, who died 
owning much property in this city. In 
July last, when she ame of age, she 
inherited a large fortune. It has u cur- 
rently reported that she was a daughter of 
Chancellor Livingstone and that her mother 
became his wife in his extreme old age; but 
the plaintiff’s guardian ad litem, Charles 
Lyons, says that she is only a member of the 
same Livingstone line. She is related to ex- 
Surrogate Livingstone, of Brooklyn. 

THE PLAINTIFF. 

Mr. Fleming is about 33 years old, is tall 
and athietic, and has chestnut hair and light 
mustache. Recently he inh@fited a half- 
million dollars. Miss Livingstone blushed 
to the temples when called as a witness. 
She testified that she was 21 years 
old, and that she first met the 

laintiff in November, 1879, at her home in 

‘oms River; that he came to see her at 
times when she was home from school, and 
that on June 12, 1881, he proposed to 
marry her. He sat upon a sofa in 
the hall of her home one day, and 
told her of his love. Ile asked her to ome 
his wife, and she, confessing her love, told 
him to ask ber mother. Hecame to see her 
often, and in a few days her mother and 
she removed to the Grand Boulevard 
Hotel in this city. On the evening 
of June 22 he called, sent up his card, and, 
after taiking some time, proposed a walk. 
Then he asked her to tide down the elevated 
road. They got out at Twenty-third street, and 
she supposed that he was going to take her 
to Booth’s Theatre. He complained of 
being hungry and wanted to go to a restau- 
rant, refusing to go back to the hotel for the 
meal. Itis alleged that he opened a door 
and went into a

dear, she says, and pocketed the key. He 
said that he meant her no harm; that he was 
going to make her his little wife; that he in- 
tended to be honorable with her.

LETTERS. 

When she got home she told her mother 
what had happened. Ihe next day she wrote 
Fleming a letter, concluding as follows; 

What use is my life with this known disgrace 
clinging to it? Don't be unkind. Stand by me 
a little, and remember all I have given up for 
you, my only darling. Do I not love you better 
than honor, virtue, mother, all? This is the 
truth, so help me God. It rests with you whether 
my Beart is broken or not, 

Mr. Fleming did not come as he had prom- 
ised that night. Miss Livingstone then went 
into the country, and when she came back 
she refused to speak to Fleming. He ex- 
pressed much sorrow for what he had done, 
and said that he would makeéverything right. 
He called frequently after that, and treated 
herlovingly. When she urged him to marry 
her and save her from dis he begged for 
time, saying thathe had business troubles 
and had to communicate with his parents. 

Her child was born Jan. 19, 1882. Her 
mother and she had been boarding with a 
private family in Forty-fifth Street. 
Mr. Fleming agreed to. look up a 
place for her, but he only — 
in an advertisement. He gave her 
$30 a week to pay her expenses, He contin- 
ued to go to see her until May, 1882, delay- 

the marriage for business reasons, as he 
said. At length he flatly refused to marry 
her, and said that he would take the conse- 
quences. 
THE OTHER SIDE. 


The defendant’s counsel introduced a let- 


ter to Mr. Fleming from Miss Livingstone, 
dated Nov. 21, 1881, inclosing a 
number of advertisements of rooms 
to let for his approval. She says in 
this letter, “So help me Heaven, I will never 
give you up, and if you do so to me, God for- 
give you, for you would have more to an- 
swer for than you are aware of.“ 

The following letter was introduced, dated 
Oct. 15, 1881, addressed to her mother as 
“ Naughty Mamma,” and was written when 
Miss Livingstone was in the country:

Tne protective policy of our present tariff 
laws is the result of bad legisiation anda vicious 
system that assumes to tax one class of peopie 
and business to belp another class of people or 
business; taxing the consumer so as to raise the 
revenues for the support of the Goverument, 
and at the same time and by this system com- 
inn them to pay immense tribute to a few 
use they have succecded in building up im- 
meuse monopolics and secured in years past the 
favor of Congress and a protective ta 0 
shem excuse for this pernicious system tit 
makes a home market. The fallacy of this ar- 
gument has beem demonstrated by every writer 
on political economy. it is only necessary to 
add that the price of farm produce is not revu- 
lated by the domestic demand, but the markets 
of Europe measure the value of our meat and 
the great cereai crops of our State. It is argued 
that it keeps up the price of labor. The history 
of this protective system in our country Proves 
its fallacy, as also the additional fact that the 
countries that are the most protected and the 
worst off in Europe pay the lowest wages. 

Tne agriculturists of Kansus bave their own 
local interests, but they happen to be in accord 
with the genera! interests of mutual trade and 
commerce with other lands. Commerve is not a 
one-sided affair. The markets for the cereals 
and meat of the great farm factories of our 
State, and of the West, must be made, ana,when 
made, vontinued by liberality and justice of our 
own laws. We must not provoke retaliation 
nor invade the national laws of trade, nor Limit 
our markets in which to buy what we need and 
dell at tne best prices and where we please. 
The revenues for the support of the Natonal 
Government can be and necessarily must be 
raised by a tariff system. but that system sbouid 
be so adjusted and arranged that it will raise 
revenue for the liberal though economical sup- 

rt of the Government, and be levied on the 
— rather than the necessaries of life, thus 
freeing labor of its unjustburdeas and placing 
the farmers of Kansas on an equality witn 
the other industries of the country, 
and frecing exactions they 
ought not While it ma 
be argued that you have nothing to do wit 
this question. it is important that we should un- 


and how they are enforced, so that as statesmen 
and wise legislators you ean temper the burdens 
and taxes that you impore so that the exactions 
may not impoverish those who are expected to 
respond to all demands for support you may 
make upon them. Besides, when the folly of 
the present onerous protective-tariff system is 
fully understood the voters will see that those 
who represent in Congress will represent 
the agricuituraPviterests of Kansas. instead of 
the protected monopoly of other States. 
RAILBOADS. 

It is a recognized fact that railroads have, in a 
sense, made our State. While this is true, it is 
equally true that the State bas made the rail- 
roads, so that a mutual obligation exists be- 
tween them. Generous donations of lands 
and bonds were made dy the peopie of 
Kansas for the purpose of building the maguiti- 
cent railroad system of our State, and for their 
generous treatment they expected generous, or 
at least fair, treatmentin return, and for years 
this expectation was fully met. These liberal 
subsidies at the outset enabied the projectors of 
our railroads not only to build and equip and 
maintain the roads in question in a style secoud 
to none ip the country, but chey also placed the 
original constructors in a position to ey en- 
rich themselves as fodividuais. The uci ual cost 
of building, equipping, and maintaining these 
roads did not exceed more than one-haif of the 
cash value of the lands, mortgages, and bonds 
donated to them, thus leaving about 50 per cent 
of what bas been donated for the construction 
of railroads to go into the pocketsof the man- 
agement. Aud yet, protitabie as railroad build- 
ing bas been to the construction companies, the 
State and the peopie did not complain or iuter- 
pose any obstacies to the su ul construc- - 
tion of railroaas until after the passage of the 
1 988 authorizing railroads to 
consvlidate ¢ lease railroads. Up to this 
period in the history of the State there was u 
perfect unde and the best of feeling be- 
tween the pu the railroads. Competi- 
tion existed between the rvads, 2 fair and 
generous treatment was accorded ttb the public.» 
But soon after the passage of the act above 
the original railroad companies 
having sold or leased their roads to second par- 
ties, new corporations, taking advantage 
of this law, — 8 to consolidate their inter- 
ests to the detriment and injury of the putlic. 

rom hour the antagonism between the 
people and these corporations has steadily in- 
creased, until today we have in our midst the 
strange spectacic ot a rich, strong, influential, 
and solidified monopoly, greedily encroaching 
upon the rights of the very people whose 


only their existence, but the very patronage 
which enables them to wiecid a power whose pos- 
sibilities are simply appalling. Steadily have 
these 2 1 in vaded rights of the 
people. na ve taken udvantage of the ne- 
cessities of business and commerce; they have, 
upon the flimsiest pretext, presumed to do bigh- 
handed and out us things; they have 
ignored the real interests of the State, and have 
simply used the State and its resources to the 
detriment and injury of its agrieuiturai, com- 
mercial, and mauufactu interests, so that 
by u systematic and thoro organized method 
of “ pooling their earumgs, by unjust discrim- 
ination against lucalities and individuals, by ex- 
cessive and exorbitant freight and passenger 
rates, by drawbacks secretly allowed, thus de- 
fraud other patrons, as well as by an arro- 
gant intolerant policy, they have made it 
practically impossible for our merchants and 
manufacturers to compete with the same classes 
in adjoining States. The result of this has been 
to make it unprofitabie to develop the manu- 
facturing resources of our Stute. 

Furthermore, railroads are constantly dis- 
criminating against.our wholesale merchants in 
favor of the same olass in other States; and, not 
content with this, are discriminating 
against the purcbas interests of the retail 
dealers, and against the whole agricultural. mer- 
cantile, and commercial interests of the State. 
The agricultural interests of the State, by that 
form of injustice known as Img.“ by which 
excessive rates are charged and competition 
prevented, are so seriously crippled that in the 
western half of the State it is impossible under 
the present system of railroad management, 
even with the best of crops, to make agriculture 
profitable, and the hard-working farmer, whose 
only dependence is his crop, is by the exorbitant 
rate of freighf placed in a.condition of heipless 
submission and dependence, so that the fertility 
of his soil is of no. especial advantage to him. 
and the products of his labor do not yield him 
their proper returns. If this wrong is not 
speedily corrected, the time will come when 
agricuit@re in the western half of the State will 
of necessity be abandoned, and the State suffer 
a loss of millions of dollars in consequence. 

The diré effects of this system of discrimina- 
tion is also seen in checking the growth and 
prosperity of ail the towns, villages, and cities 
of the State. se towns ure thus injured, 
their business crippled, their industries emtbar- 
rassed, their developments rendered expensive 
and dilficuit, the price of ail commodities unduly 
enbanced; and ali this is endured while towns 
and cities in adjoining States are being rapidly 
built up at our expense. And n@ only is the 
State thus crippled in its agricuiturd), its manu- 
tacturing interests, and in all its commerce, but 
it . ——j— to such an extent that its growth 
and r be athing of siow and un- 
certain stages, and it should be relieved of these 
burdens so that it may continue to rank among 
the foremost States of our Nation, and that the 
business and prosperity of our cities and towns. 
may increase: mat manufacturing establish- 
ments may be ble ana lucrative; that our 
agricultural interests may be as profitable as the 
fertility of soil. the saiubrity of our climate, and 
9 —— of eee citizens deserve. 

Sem Kh my duty notpniy to call your atten- 
tion to these evils, and to warn you of the

of temerance good and sincere temper 
ance people by the meddiesome inter- 
ference with the habits and established customs 
of long standing of many and wealthy cit- 
izens, by busybodies whose only ambition was 
to magnify thelr own importance, instead of 
working for real Ltemperance, 

It wea | premature, and indeed unfortunate, to 
bave engrafted into the fundamental law of the 
State a policy which, from its nature, was an ex- 
periment of doubtful utility and of uncertain 
success, and which has proved a failure wher- 
ever tried in other States. Whatever mutations 
attend the ordivary statute law, it is of tne Orst 
importance that the body of eonstitudonal la ws 
should be permanent and inflexible in its cbar- 
acter. It is the compass and rudder of the ship 
of state, and for this reason it is always a mis- 
take, if not indeed a perversion, of constitu 
tional forms and instramentaiities to insert 
therein matters which more strictly pertain to 
police regulations—regulations the character 
and effectiveness of which depend upon a va- 
riety of circumstances and social conditions, 
and which, to reach and subserve the best pub- 
lie good, must be adapted to each set Of cireum- 
stances and socm! conditions as they exist at 


different times and localities. 
LOCAL OPTION, 

The exercise of that portion of the lice 
power that relates to the muintenadce of pub- 
lie decency and sucial order cannot be restricted 
within the limits of a uniform and intlexible rule 
without greatly impuiring its efficiency, and in 
many instances rendering it nugatory. The 

licy of prohibition may be practicable and 

nelicial in some localities wherein the condi- 
tions couducing to success are favorabie, and 
sustained by a large preponderance of popular 
sentiment, but in others wherein the public 
sentiment is iaimical to the policy, and a strong 
public sentiment and interest opposes it not- 
withstanding it may have received the stroog 
sanction of adoptioa as part of the Constitution, 
the laws creating the policy and those enacted 
40 enforce it fall into disrepute and contempt. 
In such a condition of affairs it is difficult to es- 
timate the maguitude of the eviis that must eu- 
sue. The demoralizatiop consequent upon 
babitua! disobedience to constitutional and legal 
obligations existing when che line of podicy iadi- 
cated is impracticable and disregarded, must 
necessarily exert an unfavorable influence 
throughout the State. p 

The primary purpose of the Constitution bas 
respect to. and was intended for, the regulation 
of the most general cuncerosof the Govern- 
ment and people. Under it, before the adoption 
of the amendment respectiug the liquor trafiic, 
the most ample police powers were possessed by 
the Legisiature, powers which the public wel- 
fare required, except wherein necessary to pro- 
tect those personal rights and liberties which 
the Constitudon guarantees to every man. The 
amendment, in respect to the liquor traffic, was 
in its purpose, scope, and operation restrictive 
of Legisiative power in regard to matters which, 
while they intimately affect the whole popula- 
tive, un.fermity of regulation in respect to 
them is impracticable and detrimental. It pre- 
vents the lawful application of necessary and 
effectual measures of restraint of the liquor 
trate in localities where ao adverse public sen- 
timent prevail and readers prohibition iacfect- 
ive. 

Whatever benefit may be etalmed to accrue to 
such portions of the State wherein probibidon 
measures are more strictly enforced or more 
generally observed, it is obtained at the expense 
ot those localities wherciu they are inoperative, 
and the sume benetits were attainabie on the 
one band through the appropriate exercise of 
the police power, dnvexed by constituuonal re- 
strictions, witbout eotailing the great overbal- 
ance of evits on the other stand from futile at- 
tempts to impose uniform and unadaptive regru- 
lations. It is not a sufficient answer to this to 
say that the increased measure of evils suffered 
in localities where the probibition jaws are dis- 
regarded is simply a consequence of their dis- 
obedience; for while this may be true, and dis 
regard of any law is a matter to be deprecated, 
it is no less true that a body of people ao not 
chaoge their habits, customs, seutiments, 
opidsins, and mores of life, which they do not 
admit or believe to be 
would-be reformers, or even constitutions or 
statutes. And whether this is a matter of 
commendation or biame is indifferent 
in the consideration of this ues- 
tion: it remalns an obstinate fact, as old and 
as permanent as human nature, that laws do 
not mold and fashion the character of men nor 
make them religious or moral unless the co- 
ercive power of the law is supported by the 


hovuest judgement of the greater part of the | 
The law is made for man, not mau

Thus it 
happens that the Constitutien itself, instead of 
tixiug the most general outlines of State policy 
upouw which there exists general agreement and 
hurmony, presents a quesnon that serves to 
provoke perpetual contlict andstrife. Such a 
condition of things cau have vo other edfect 
than to weaken those feelings of respect and 
veneration for that instrument which cunsti- 
tutes the chief guaranty ot free institutions, 
the reflex inthuences upon the people will be 
of the most pernicious character. 
TEMPERANCE 18 A VIRTUE 
that all good citizens should practice and ob- 
serve. It tends to make people better citizens, 
and elevates the moral tone of society; and, like 
religion, it should be the common property of 
all, and po political party can appropriate that 
virtue to itself. It is too sacred to be made a 
political question of, and the thoughtful, earnest 
temperance worker, the man who recognizes the 
fuct that it , to work out great re- 
Lorms, and that recion is not the best means 
to etfect such noble work or reforma- 
tions, is the true temperance reformer 
who teaches by example,and persuades the 
judgment by argument instead of coercion and 
zeaious intwlerance. He recognizes the fact 
that ours is a free country where the principles 
of individual liberty have taken deep rootin the 
minds of the people, and that they are jealous 
of any attempt to interfere witb the personal 
liberty of the ‘citizen, especially with laws that 
are made in restraintof the iudividual acnons 
and customs of the people, one that besets them 
with spies or intormers, or subjects them to 
petty criminal annoyances, instiguted by busy- 
bodies, or self-constituted conservators of the 
temperance cause, or attempt to regulate cheir 
conduct when they do vot trench on or invade 
the rights of others, or that attempt to dictate 
now tney shall order their daily life or conduct. 
whether that dation attempts to interfere 
with the exercise of tree speech, religions be- 
liefs or opinions, to their drink, or diet, so long 
us they do not offend against the rules and cus- 
toms of society or the individual rights of 
others, 

The people of Kansas are a temperance peo- 
ple, and will favor and loyaliy support and eu- 
torce any proper law that will advance the cause 
of temperance and morality, but they are op- 
posed tu shams or systems of law that annoy 
them, and defeat their own execution by their 
own intemperate provisions and penalties. Dur- 
ing the lust year of local optioa and license, the 
United States revenue ottice of Kansas issued 
1,132 permits to sell intoxicating liquors, or oue 
permit to si persons, piacthg Kansas as the 
first temperance State in the Union; while in 
the first year of prohibition there were issued 
1,788 permits, an increase of 656, and aiso an in- 
crease of 58 per cent, or one permit to 551 per- 
sons, and tuking Kansas frum the first and 
ranking ber in the seventh temperance State, 
while in the first forty-tive days of the second 
year of probibidon 1,148 permits were issued, 
sixteen ore than in the whole year of local op- 
tion and license. It we consider these facts in 
connection with the clandestine sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, fand consider the vast amount that is 
daily delivered to individuals in concealed pack- 
ages by express companies, we are forced to 
the conclusion that the cause of true temper- 
anee reform has not progressed very rapidly 
under our present coercive system. These facts 
forcibly remind us that we are living under a 
republican form of government, of and by the 
people, and they make the laws as weil as en- 
force then, and no community will enforce a 
law upon itself distasteful to it. 1 

A PRACTICABLE LAW. 

The people as a whole make the laws, but each 
separate iocality and community, for them- 
selves, entorce them, if they are put in opera- 
tion at all. Hence a due application of these 
simple pridciples shows the necessity of wise 
and considerate action in the passage of laws, 
with the inquiry whether they can be enforced, 
or whether people will obey them. It is un- 
doubtediy* true that the liquor traflic has 

tendency to stimulate discords in the 
community; to cause drunkenness; to in- 
crease pauperism and crime; to bring dis- 
tress to many families and cause individual 
degradavon. But the rem for these evils is 
not in abortive attempts at prohibiuon that 
have always failed, but in u wise and judicious 
1 system that bas worked well heretofore 
in this State and has been demonstrated in other 
States to be the only practicable solution for 
these evils. There is herein a doubie responsi- 
bility, resting alike u the person who minis- 
ters to and the individual who is guilty of such 
excessfand society cannot be too swift in fixing 
respousibility nor too anxious in visiting pun- 
ishiment, both of which a license system secures, 
as the people have always enforced that system, 
and the licensee is made to aid in the — 
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that was by 
thousands to our borders and settling up 
our ' giving employment 
to our and business to our 
tradesmen, can never find asecure and prosper- 
ous lodgwent among free institutions, This 
law estranges and drives away from the temper- 
ance cause that large, influential, and respecta- 
ble class of our citizens, who use wine and beer 
in moderation, and who, though practically 
temperance men, do not and never will believe 
that the simple use of these beverages isa 
crime, or is 80 disreputable that it should sub- 
ject them, or those who believe as they do, to 
the condemnation of the iaw, or to public eriti- 
cism. Without the support of this large class 
of voters who m ie denominated the con- 
servative balance of power in our political sys- 
tem, and who constitute a large majority of the 
voters of the State, no system of probibition 
can be successful, or made u permapent part of 
our political system. Tuis large class of peopie 
look with disfavor upon auy attempt to force 
the qu@stion of temperance or morality asa 
disturbing clement into the partisan poli- 
tics of the day, but believe it shouid 
remain a part of our social policy that 
should find a safe aud permanent lodgement in 
the affections of ali parties. The law lacks the 
essential elements of adaptation, is net, and 
cannot be enforced even in the smallest degree, 
without the employment of a despotic and 
tyranvic power, odious to every lover of free- 
dom, the employment of which is debasing to 
botu people and government, and imperiis what- 
ever is vital or valuabie in the principie of lib- 
erty. Whate of advancement there has been 
in the cause of temperance has been gained by 
voluntary philanthropic efforts, and by moral 
suasion, addressed to the Judgment and the un- 
derstanding of the people. hatéver of prog- 
ress is made in the principle of true and endur- 
ing temperance must be secured by the same 
course. There is nd royal road to learning, 
neither are there cheap and easy methods of 
philanthropy, nor short cuts to the milleunium. 
All patent devices such as prohibitory liquor 
laws are delusions. If by them the difliculty is 
increased of obtaining liquors in pubtic places, 
the practice of drinkingin private houses is pro- 
moted, and whatever seductiveness may attend 
the practice of clandestine drinking, and the 
use of liquors in private houses, its intiuence 
for ova stre ened and magnified a hun- 
dred fold. While there may de difference of 
opiaion as to the best method to pursue in the 
management of this difficult problem, 1 think 
the great majority of the people believe in and 
will loyally sustain a law providing for local op- 
tion and a bigh license. If this is true, it is 
then a wise policy to trust the peopic to manage 
the matter as they wish. While this is true of 
the iargest part of the community, they. at the 
same time, demand that the use of intoxicating 
liquors sball be regulated or restrained so as to 
mitigate and destroy as far as possible all the 
evil effects of the use and traflic, and this rea- 
sonable wish should be respected and gratified. 
These, with other reasons that might be urged, 
constrain me to invite your attention to the 
necessity, or at least the policy and wisdom, of 
submitting to the peopie, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Constitution. a proposition to 
repeal the probibition clause in the Constitu- 
tion, and to amend the existing statute, with 
a view to rendering it less offefsive to 
the people and more effective in its 
operation. These views atid suggestions are 
submitted in obedience to a public duty, ren- 
dered imperative by what I believe to be the 
wish of a large majority of the people, who de- 
sire to enthrove true temperance in lieu of the 
present free liquor system.

Didn't you sign a petition for his pardon?” 

“No. Such a paper was never presented to 
me; and ig it bad been 1 wouldn't have put my 
name toit. The proof was clear, as I recollect, 
and uon't think it is richt to let guilty men 
out.“ 

It would ap r from this interview that, so 
far as Capt. Hickey's signature at least is con- 
cerned, Gov. Begoie has been imposed upon. 
And, if Hickey’s siguatore was forged, the pro- 
‘sumption is that the others signed the petition 
under a misapprehension, or know nothing at all 
aboutit. The impression is that an investiga- 
tion will disclose another Jimmy Carroll case, 
though in that case the bowus character of the 

vetiuon was discovered and exposed before the 
Janadian authorities had taken action. 
The statement being made that the 
HON. C. B. FARWELL 

had signed the petition for the pardon of Jack 
Ryan, a reporter called upon the gentieman and 
questioned him about the matter. Mr. Farwell 


said he knew no such person as Ryan, and did, 


not think be had ever signed such a petition, al- 
though it was not wholly unlikely that he bad. 
However, if he had piaced bis name to such a 
document it was under pressure from reputuble 
citizens. Unless big memory was refreshed he 
would say that he had not signed it.

The Gribler Case Wearlly Dragging 
Itself Along. 

The Gribler case was resumed before Judge 
Wiiltamson yesterday morumg in the Criminal 
Court. 

Willlam Irving, a salior, who boarded at Mu- 
ler’s in March, 1880,saw a man come in there 
Friday evening, Mare 5, and heard him inquire 
for John C. Weckler. The witness would not 
swear that Gribler was the man that called. 

W. S. Johnson, an attorney, said he was ac- 
quatoated with Gribler and Patten. He had 
known Gribler for many years. During the 
pendency of the Freeman trial be met Patten 
on the street aud tookacigar with him. He 
was introduced to Weckler in the cigar-store by 
Patten. In conversadon with Patten afterward, 
the witness said he was told by Patten that he 
had got into some trouble with Weckler about a 
jury, and Patten asked the witness to see Mr. 

von, the attorney ia the Freeman case, Mr. 
Gribler, and Mr. Garnsey, the architect, and 
have them intercede for him. These gentiemen 
including the wituess bimseif, were members of 
the order of Knights of Pythias. Patten sug- 
gested that the matter be brought before the 
lodge. The witness could not recollect all his 
testimony before Judge Moran. Gribler was 
fora long time in E. A. Storrs’ office. He had 
seen a letter-bead, on which was printed Jehn- 
son & Gribler, Attorneys at Law. 

K. A. STORRS, COUNSEL.”’ 

He did not know whether Gribler had been ad- 
mitted to the bar or not when that letter-bead 
was printed. 

E. A. Storrs testified that John C. Gribler was 
employed in bis otiice in 1880. Mr. Gribier, he 
said, was tamillar with a chancery suit in re- 
gard to some property belonging to an uncle of 
Gribier’s, named Girard, and this was ove rea- 
son for his being in the office. Mr. Storrs’ atten- 
tion was cailed to the letter-bead with Gribler’s 
name thereon, and be spoke to bim about it, ad- 
vising bim chat it was hardiy proper to lay ciaim 
to be an attorney when he was not. Uribier 
took the advice good-naturedly, and abandoned 
the law business thereafter. Johnson had a 
desk in the witness’ office, but there was no 
pr between them. The witness said 

e knew nothing of the 9 bribery, or the 
case of Freeman vs. e City Hallway 
Company, until ublished in the papers. 
John C. Weckler. the principal witness in the 
case, testified that he first met Patten on Mon- 
day. Murch 1, 1880,in the old City-Hall,in the 
eutry of one of the court- rooms. Patten asked 
the witness if he was on a jury, saylug that he 
was interested ina case, and that money could 
be made by fixing the jugy. Patten told hia it 
would be $1,000 or $1,500 In his (Patten’s) pocket 
ifa verdict was rendered for the defendant on 
the jury disagreed. The witness said de went 
home to dinner on North Market street, and in 
Ott's saioon tor ‘is brother and St. Clair Suther- 
land of being upproached, but mentioned no 
names. His brower and Mr. Sutherland advised 
him to take the money and expose the man in 
court. Ip the evening be met Patten again, and 
Patten asked the witness if his mind was made 
up. and the witness replied that it was not. 

eckler was placed on the jury Weddes- 
day, and at noostime that day he 
first saw Gribier. The latter spoke to him and 
calied bim by name, and then invited bim to go 
and bave some dinner. Weckiler was introduced 
by Gridbler to Col. James Taylor, and the three 
went into a restauract on Adams street and nad 
dinner. Witness drank beer, while the Colonel 
and Gribler took wine with their dinner. 

BEER WAS GOOD ENOUGH FOR HIM, 
be said. During the dinner Gribler remarked to 
witness, “ Your brother has a case in court; it 
would be a good time to fix the jury.” 
witness said his brother would have nothing to 
do with anythmg crooked, when Col. Taylor 
seid. “is be such a chump as that?” * 
ward Gribler asked the witaess what proposi- 
tion had been made to bim by Patten, and the 
witness replied that the trade wes with Patten 
and be would not say what it was. Gribler m- 
vited witoees to go with dim and see Jobn- 
son, his partner, and Taylor, Gribler. and 
tne witness started in that direction. They 
steppe into a cigar-store and Gribler set 
up tbe cigars. Afterward on the sidewalk Col. 
Taylor said to witnosa, while Gribler's back was 
turned: “Johnny Gribleris a square wan, and 
whatever be says he wili do.” The Colonel then 
left them. ana the witness and Gribler went to 
Johnsons office on Washington street. Nothing 
was said or done here of consequence. The wit- 
neas then went back to court and the trial com- 
meneed. That evening he met Patten on the 
way home and Patten offered him $25, then $50, 
then $75, ana finaily $100 to hang the jury. The 
witneas refused to accept the —— 2 At noon 
the next day he saw Putten and Gribier togeter 
on the corner of Madison and I ile streets, | 
but did not speak to either of un. He next 
saw Gribler.in the court-room ta! to a Baili- 
if. The jury agreed on the verdict Friday even- 
ing about 8 o'clock, and it was sealed, after 
which the witness went home. He 
his wife he would 0 to 
if any one called she 
be was not at dome. 
about an hour afterward and said 
to the witness’ wife that de wanted to see her 
husband, as be bad a package for bim.
